London, October 23.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—The threatened 
sympathetic strikes of the railway 
men and transport workers in sup- 
port of the striking coal miners, 
which would have forced virtually 
all the industries of Great Britain 
to shut down, have been postponed 
pending renewed negotiations be- 
tween the government and the 
miners, which will be inaugurated 
Sunday morning when Premier 
Lioyd-George meets representatives 
of the miners’ executive committee 
in an attempt to arrive at a basis 
of settlement. 

This decision was reached after 
a day of conferences, the premier 
having late this afternoon sent 6& 
letter to Frank Hodges, of the 
Miners’ union, suggesting the meet- 
ing. Thereupon the railway men at 
the request of the miners suspended 
action in order that, In the words 
of an official statement issued by. 
J. H. Thomas, general secretgry of 
the National Union of Railway 
Men, “every hope of peace might 
be explored without difficulty be-

“It is the consensus of opinion that there are two principal reasons 
why a large nur&ber of state banks have not joined the federal reserve 
system. The first is, that they are unwilling to forego their charges of 
exchange for remitting for checks drawn on themselves by their cus- 
tomers; this in banking terms is called ‘par remitting.’ The second is, 


The amount of reserve that is required varies 
in difffent states. In Georgia, the state law requirements are 15 per 
cent of demand deposits and’§ per cent of time deposits, but if a country 
state bank in Georgia isa member of the federal reserve system its de- 
posi® With the Federal Reserve Bank of Atlanta of 7 per cent of its 
demand deposits and 3 per cent of its time depositg are considered as 
complying with the state laws, as is“ the case in the majority of 
states within our district. Georgia there are 638 state banks, and 
only 36 are members of the federal reserve system. ” 

BANKS ARE PROSPERING 

IN RESERVE SYSTEM. 

“It is, therefore, apparent that, while the reserve deposit with the 
federal reserve bank would not be paying interest, there would be 
available to the present non-member bank for loan purposes an ad- 
ditional 8 per cent of demand deposits and 2 per cent of time 
deposits, which obviously would bring a far greater-return at the com- 
mercial rates of 6 to 8 per cent than would be possible on a total 
reserve of 15 per cent at the 2 to 3 per cent that is paid between bank- 
ing institutions other than the federal reserve bank. 

“All national banks, and the state banks that have joined the 
system, comply with the par-remittance requirement and the deposit 
of reserves without int@rest, and, as everyone ‘knows, they are pros- 
perous, and the- logs of exchange charges and _ interest 
on ther reserve ces have not materially affected 
their profits. Non-mem state banks, however, are, it 
seems, unwilling to make any seeming financial sacrifices in order 
to unify pur banking system and add to the resources of the 
Federal e Bank of Atlanta so that it will be in a position to 
render further and more widely distributed service to the agricultural, 
commercial and industrial interests of our section of the country. 
Doubtless at first many of the state banks looked upon the federal 
| reserve system as an experiment, but in the light of the experiences 
of the past five years it has demonstrated beyond all shadow of doubt 
that it is the keystone to the arch of our financia] structure. .

New York, October 23.—Governor 
Cox, of Ohio, delivered his league 
of nations message to a great audi- 
ence in Madison Square Garden to- 
night and emphasizing business and 
economic considerdtions, declared 
that America’s “successful future 
depends upon entrance into the 
league at the earliest possible -mo- 
ment.” 

Willingness to make “some com- 
promise” upon league reservations 
was declared by the democratic pres- 
idential candidate. He reiterated 
that he would accept “helpful” res- 
ervations. If elected, he said, he 
woul d “lift this issue out of, poli- 
tics by effecting a result whioh will 
insure the entrance of the United 
States into the league with the idea 
of perfecting it and obtaining fof 
ourselves the benefits which will 
accrue.” 

Governor Cox's speech, closing his 
Atlantic coast campaign and climax- 
ing a day of receptions, luncheons 
and other events, stressed agricul- 
tural, industrial, banking and other 
arguments for American participa- 
tion in the league. 

“The most-serious depression the 
country has ever witnessed” was 
predicted by the nominee if the 
league cause was lost. Business de- 
pression already, he declared, “has 
grown intense” as a result of Sena- 
tor: Harding’s statements on his 
league attitude.

Compromise on Reservations. 

Regarding compromising upon 
league reservatiéns, Governor Cox 
said: 

“It is going to be necessary to 
make some compromise to secure 
the desired end, and that I am will- 
ing to do. I am for the ratifica- 
tion of the league with reservations, 
and have so stated my position in 
every speech made~from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific. I will- accept 
reservations that are helpful,: that

Citing Senator Hitchcock’s reser- 
vation to Article 10, Governor Cox 
repeated that he would consider his 
election a “mandate” for ,entrance 
into the league and that he would 
“sit down” with the senate and en- 
deavor to reach an agreement “with 
as little conservation as possible.” 

“And from my experience as a 
legislator,” Governor Cox continued, 
“I am confident that we will have 
action.” 

“No suggestion from whatever 
source will be rejected, so long as 
that suggestion is for helpful pur- 
pose and not for destruction.” 

Another promise made by Gover- 
nor Cox was that, realizing neces- 
sity for re-forming federal agencies; 
he would not hesitate to call upon 
any man for aid, regardless of his 
politics. 

“AS an executive of some ex- 
perience, as a result of knowledge 
gained as a member of the appro- 
priations committee in congress, and 
aS a businegg man who has spent 
days and nigfts to make the ledger 
balanca, I am keenly aware of the 
necessity to improve and modern- 
ize the executive machinery of our 
federal government and to bring into 
contact the best brains and experi- 
ence America contains,” he said. 

He Will Work for Harmony.

Governor Hugh ~-M. Dorsey Satur- 
day received a letter from Ordinary 
P. B. Munday, of Columbia, advising 
him of the death of Overton M¢cDan- 
iel, tax collector, and stating it was 
the desire .of a large number of 
people that Mrs. McDaniel, since 
she is thoroughly familiar with du- 
ties of the office. be appointed. He 
did not know. however, whether 
women are eligible to hold public 
office, so he pleced the question in 


the hands of the chief executive. 


Assistant Attorney General Wright 
was called in for a ruling which 
was forthcoming immediately. The 
ordinary <has been advised of his 
decision by Governor Dorsey, and

“Did you meet in Shanghai,” I in- 
quired, “the Hon. Thomas R. Jer- 
nigan, of North Carolina, formerly 
consul general and then attorney 
for the Chinese government in the 
settlement of the Chinese-Japanese 
war claims?” 

“Oh, yes,” said the senator, “and 
he is a big and wealthy man in 
China, getting old and quite deaf.” 
Well, he was deaf—very deaf— 
when I last saw him when he sail- 
ed for the Orient in 1894. But a 
smarter, fairer, nobler man never 
lived. , 

He gave me the appointment of 
vice consu! in 1895, but I was just 
out of college, had accepted my 
first newspaper job, and, after con- 
sidering it fully, declined. He then 
recommended another young news- 
paper man from North Carolina 
whom Mr. Cleveland appointed. 

The latter returned to his native 
soil after the Chinese-Japanese war 
and committed suicide. 

- So I was glad I didn’t go. 

But I shall let Senator Harris 
tell the story in ‘his own words, 
as he told it to me in, Washington; 
and I know every reader of this 
‘paper will agree With me that all 
the people of the world are even 
now rapidly getting to be neigh- 
bors.

“The natives of Hawaii dislayed 
great interest in Georgia and her 
officials because it was the late 
Congressman Blountof Macon, who 
first went to Hawaii at the dli- 
rection of President Cleveland, to 
study the possibilities of annexing 
Hawaii. Congressman Blount was 
the father of Mrs, Walter D. Lamar, 
of Macon, and President Dole, the 
first and only president of Ha- 
waii, inquired particularly of the 
Blount family. 

“During our stay in the Phil- 
ippines we were the guests of Gov- 
ernor General Harrison, and the 
occasion was most pleasant because 
of the fact that the father of the 
governor general, who was private 
secretary to President Jefferson 
Davis, was carried north from Sa- 
vannah as a prisoner on the same 
steamer with Mrs. Harris’ father, 
General Joe Wheeler, also a pris- 
oner. Governor General Harrison 
formerly served as a congressman 
from New York. He spoke very 
beautifully of the late Colonel J. 
Lindsey Johnson, of Rome, who 
served as director of the census of 
fhe Philippines until his death. 

“It was our pleasure to meet 
Captain Richard Trimble, of Adairs- 
ville, Ga., at Manila, having come 
sixty miles in an aeroplane to see 
us. He is with the American cav- 
alry, and before leaving the states 
married Miss Coates, of Athens. I 
also saw Lieutenant Carrol Tye, of 
Atlanta, stationed in the Philip- 
pines. 

“The important island of Cavite, 
in Manila bay, near where Admiral 
Dewey fought the wonderful gn- 
gagement of the Spanish-American 
war, is commanded by Admiral Ca- 
sey Morgan, whose home is in Au- 
gusta and Savannah. AS a young 
ensign he participated in the battle 
of 1898. It will be recalled that 
Admiral Dewey gave the credit for 
the plans of the engagement to a 
Georgian, Lieutenant Thomas M. 
Brumby, of the well-known Brum- 
by family of Marietta, Athens ana 
Cedartown. 

“The main fortifications of, the 
Philippines are Fraley, Corregidor 
and Cavite, and Fraley is said to 
be the strongest in the world, not 
excepting Gibraltar. 


“Mr. Womack, brother of the late 
Mmmett Womack, of Covington, 
Gia., built and now manages the 
zovernment railroad on Corregidor 
island. Mr. Florence, of Powder 
Springs, Cobb county, is the leading 
clothing merchant in Manila. The 
manager of the Manila street rail- 
way, Captain Bushnell, was former- 
ly manager of the Augusta street 
railway. 

“In presenting their claims for 
independence to the congressional 
party, the Filipinos quoted at length 
from one of Henry W. Grady’s 
speeches.

“Our mrst stop in China was 
Shanghai, which we reached on boat 
from Manila, by going a short dis- 
tance fram the s°, up the Yangste 
river, the longest. navigable river 
in the world. Shanghai is the most 
important cowhmercial ¢ity of China, 
and there we were the guests of 
Consul General Edwin S. Cunning- 
ham, a Tennessean. 

“Last year Shanghai built a cot- 
ton mill for lower grade cotton and 
made a $5 per cent dividend. This 
year they doubled its capacity. 

“Li Hung Chang, who is widely 
Known in the United States, where 
he haS frequently visited, is a prom- 
inent leader of Shanghai. He was 
former governor of his province of 
Kiang-su, 

“The native brass bands and or- 
chestras everywhere had learned the 
American airs, and wé were greeted 
with the ‘Star Spangled Banner.’ 
Throughout our travels ‘Dixie’ was 
played frequently, and everywhere 
it received the greatest applause. 

“An amusing incident was the 
preparations of bands at Shanghai 
and elsewhere to greet the con- 
gressional party by special music. 
They learned that a senator from 
Georgia was with the party and 
the bands had carefully learned to 
play ‘Marching Through Georgia.’ 

“At the reception tendered by the 


military governor it was our pleas- 
ure to meet Mrs. Sun Yat Sen, the 
wife of the first president of China, 
with her two sisters, all of whom 

uated from Wesleyan college at 
Macon, She was intensély interest- 
ed in Georgia and told her native

“A&A luncheon at the-home of Dr. 
Wu Ti Fang, former minister to 
the Un States, was especially 
interesting, as our. first acquaint- 
ance was formed many years ago 
in Washington, when as secretary 
to Senator Clay I invited Dr. Wu 
to address the Georgia Normal and 
Industrial college, at Milledgeville, 
He recalled with interest his visit 
to Georgia when he made the ad- 
dress. 2 

“Shanghai is the home of Mrs. 
Young J. Allen, the widow of the 
great missionary whose name is 
revered by all China. His work in 
the missionary fields is always re- 
ferred to with deep appreciation by 
the Chinese, and Georgians should 
erect a monument to him. 

“The city of enateo is govern- 
ed by foreigners, un 
of the various nations. Only. the 
taxpayers are allowed to vote, and 
the appeal from the city officials 
is to the consul generals of the 
several nations represented there. 
Shanghai has an American judge 
and district attorney, and all “court 
matters of Americans are tried be- 
fore these officials. . 


“at Nanking, we saw the great 
American university supported by 
nearly all of the protestant denom- 
inations. As the school was in va- 
cation, we were the guests of Pres- 
ident Williams and his associates 
for a night in the dormitory. 

“Our train was the first to reach 
Peking in some time, as the armies 
of the various factions had been bat- 
tling outside of the city. The wound- 
ed could be seen at the various sta- 
tions, and despite their differences 
all joined in welcoming the Ameri- 
can visitors, 

“at the reception tendered by the 
president of China, the ladies of his 
home received for the first time. 
The president impressed me as be- 
ing a splendid man, but the people 
do not support him in the \things 
necessary for the government of 
China. The people seem to be lack- 
ing in confidence’in their parlia- 
ment and ‘this also accounts for 
their weak central government. 

“Only twenty years ago there was 
such intense feeling against foreign- 
ers that the Boxer trouble resulted. 
The friegdship for’ Americans is 
very stromg now, and the feeling 
against Japan is intense. The boy- 
cott organized by Chinese students 
has greatly injured Japan’s trade.

IN THE SERVICE. 

“At the American legation in Pek- 
ing I found Mr. Bucknell, of Atlan- 
ta, who is making a splendid rec- 
ord in our legation. In Peking I 
also saw Roy Anderson, who is ad- 
viser to officials of the Chinese gov- 
ernment. It is generally conceded 
that he is the best posted man in 
China on affairs in that country. He 
is an Emory graduate, and his fa- 
ther at one time was business man- 
ager of The Atlanta Constitution, 
later entering the ministry and go- 
‘ing to China as a missionary, and 
was president of one of the leading 
American colleges in China. 

“The congressional party was 
much saddened at Peking by the 
death from blood poisoning of Miss 
Ida May Vare, the daughter of Con- 
gressman Vare, of Pennsylvania. 

“At Tien Tsin, I met Captain Dil- 
lard Lasseter, a member of the well- 
known Lesseter family of Dooley 
county. He is consyl at this impor- 
tant post, and distinguished himself 
in France. A large cotton mill is 
being constructed here by Arthur 
Turner, of Cedartown, who gave me 
the first news from Georgia after 
I left in June—in the form of my 
gg paper, The Cedartown Stand- 
ard. 

“We were entertained at Tien Tsin 
by former President Li Yuan Hung, 
who is a strong and able man. The 
wife of one of the leading profes- 
sional Chinese we met here, was 
graduated from the LaGrange Fe- 


;male college, and she inquired in- 


terestingly of many friends in Geor- 
gia. Near Tien Tsin the American 
troops did much fighting in the 
Boxer trouble. 

“We traveled through China as 
the guests of the government, and 
upon reaching Mukden, Manchuria, 
We became the guests of the Japa- 
anese government. The great decl- 
Sive battle of the Russo-Japanese 
war was fought at Mukden. 

“From this point we went to 
Korea, and spent a day at Seoul, 
the capital. We were told the chol- 
éra was claiming thousands wv! peo- 
Ple in Korea, and there were ten 
thousand cases in Seoul alone, For 
this reason our stay was. limited 
to one day in the capital, and while 
there I met Mr. Cunningham, of At- 
lanta, who is general agent of the 
Singer Sewing Machine company. 
for Korea, and he gave me @& copy 
of a Georgia newspaper containing 
the first general news of Georgia 
I had received in two months. 
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GEORGIANS, GEORGIANS! 
HERE, THERE, EVERYWHERE. 

“When we reached Japan, the 
party was met by a committee of 
the house of peers and the house 
of representatives, which comprises 
their diet, similar to our congress. 

“We landed at Kobe, a great cen- 
ter of shipping and shi~building. 
A large American colony resides 
there. 

“Kyoto is the former capital of 
Japan, and many educational insti- 
tutions and famous temples were 
situated there. Few foreigners re- 
side in the city. Upon reaching 
Kyoto I was met by Rev. James 
‘Chapman, who has served there 20 
years as an Episcopal minister. He 
is a brother of Dr. William Chap- 
man, of Cedartown. 

“At Nara, another old capital, 
there are many wonderful temples. 
and there is located the largest 
3Zuddha in the world. Nikko is a 
very beautiful city with many 
great temples.

SLAIN MAN IDENTIFIED 


AS MAJOR IN U. 5. ARMY 


Washington, October 23.—The 


body of a man, found last night 
between Washington and Alexan~ 
dria, Va.,-was identified by the po- 
lice and agents of the war risk in- 
surance bureau today as Frank M. 
Scanland, of Louisville, Ky., a for- 
mer major in the army and during 
the war one of the attaches of the 
American commission to Italy. 

The body, badly brufsed, was 
found in a clump of undergrowth, 
and police today advanced the the- 
ory that the man had been taken 
to the edge of the city in an au- 
tomobile, beaten to death and the 


body dragged into the brush. The 
mah apparently had been dead about 
three days. 

Cards found in the clothes bore 
the name “Major Frank M. Scan- 
land,” and certified that Major 
Scanland was a member of a Ma- 
sonic ledge at Oswega, N. Y. Cloth- 
ing bore the name of a New Orleans_ 
clothing store and the initials “F. 
M. S.” Inquiry by the police re- 
vealed that F. M. Scanland, of Lou- 
iswille, registered at a hotel here 
September 28 and on leaving the 
hotel eight days ago instructed that 
his bill be forwarded tu A. W. Scan- 
land, Youngstown, N. Y. 


Watertown, N. Y., October 23.— 
Major Frank M. Scanland, found ap- 
parently murdered near Alexandria, 
Va., last night, had been in. the 
United States army about thirty- 
five years. He was a native of 
Louisville, Ky., and went to Oswego 
with the twenty-third infantry in 
1913, remaining there for about a 
year. During the world war he 
was attached to the United States 
commission in Italy and received 
several citations and medals. He 
was gassed and recently_had been 
undergoing treatment at Fort Bliss, 
El Paso, Texas. In a letter writ- 
ten in Augusta he said he was. to 
have two months leave, during 
which he was to visit Cuba, the 
canal zone and then come north. 


El Paso, Texas, October 23.—Major 
Frank M. Scanlarél, whose body was 
found on the outskirts of Washing- 
ton last night, was out on bail after 
conviction on a charge of “uninten- 
tional manslaughter.” He was given 
from eight to ten years for killing 
John Hutchings, a member of an 
automobile party which .was fired 
on by a squad of soldiers at secret 
practice under the direction of Ma- 
jor Scanland

Famous Evangelist to Speak 
on “The Salvation of 
Uncle Sam.” 


Sam -‘Small, the south’s famous 
evangelist, lecturer and editor, will 
make two addresses in Atlanta Sun- 
day, November 7, under the auspices 
of the National Reform association. 
The morning sermon will be deliv- 
ered at the Wesley Memorial church, 
at 11 o’clock, while his evening ad- 
dress will be delivered at the Bap- 
tist Tabernacle.

“The Salvation of Uncle Sam.” 

Dr. Small is particularly well 
known to Atlantans, through his 
addresses here on other occasions 
and through the articles which he 
has written for he Constitution 
for several years. ‘In 1885, while a 
prominent editor and public official 
in Atlanta, he was converted 
through the preaching of Rev. Sam 
Jones, the great Georgia evangelist, 
and joined with him in holding 
evangelistic services throughout the 
country. Those were among the 
most famous and successful relig- 
ious meetings ever held in this or 
any other nation. 

Dr. Small was born in Knoxville, 
Tenn., in the city founded by his 
family forbears; graduated with 
high honors from Emory and Henry 
college in Virginia, and after admin- 
sion to the bar in Tennessee bDe- 
came private secretary to ex-Presi- 
dent Andrew Johnson and follow- 
ed that statesman’s political for- 
tunes to the United States senate.

“The farmer cannot expect to 
réceive as high prices for his prod- 
ucts,” one of the prominent bank- 
ers declared; “as he got a year ago, 
and he should be willing to absorb 
his part of the inevitable process of

Believing that October will prove 
the worst month of 1920, Mr. Banks 
declares his convictions that busi- 
ness will resume its normal trend, 
though deflated in price, following 
the close of the big national politi- 
cal campaign, which will have the 
effect of greatly steadying the pub- 
lic mind. ‘ 

Convinced that there is nothing 
fundamentally wrong with the busi- 
ness and financial structure of the 
nation, Mr. Banks admits that we 
have attempted to the process of 
deflation too rapidly, causing a re- 
action that is responsible among 
other things, for the present slug- 
gishness and slight illness of the 
body commercial. 

Deflation Had te Come. 

“The process of deflation had to 
come,’ declared Mr. Banks, “but we 
have attempted it too suddenly. We 
have just passed what I believe will 
prove the ‘low’ month of the year, 
and November, after the national 
elections are over, will work grad- 
ually back to a normal volume of 
trade. We need, however, to put 
away any expectations that the high 
prices that have prevailed for some 
months during the wave of hysteri- 
ca] buying will continue. 

“On the “other han@," declared Mr. 
Banks, “we will not be able to 
force down prices too rapidly with- 
out disturbing the financial and 
commercial balance wheels,” 

That we must get back to a sound 
business basis and conduct the com- 
merce of the country according to 
natural laws and conditions, Mr. 
Banks fully believes, and he enjoins 
upon every one a cessation of pes- 
simism and talk that would indi- 
cate hard times. 

“There is no reason,”’* said Mr. 
Banks, “why business should not

Each Accept Share. 

“The farmers should not expect 
to receive the high prices of a year 
ago, no matter how long they hold,” 
declared Mr. Banks, and he contin- 
ued to state that he believed the 
farmers sheuld be willing to accept 
their portion of the market reduc- 
tion, but expressed the belief that 
ithe farmers had been called upon 
at the present instance to absorb 
too much of the deflation. 

No part of the great machine of 
commerce, Mr. Banks pointed out, 
should be made to take too much of 
the shock that comes with a busi- 
ness disturbance like the present 
one, but he declared that every bus- 
iness and every calling should pre- 
pare to accept its share of the sac-

WALTER CANDLER 
IS OPTIMISTIC. 


Wanter T. Candler, vice president 
of the Centra] Bank and Trust cor- 
poration, one of the largest and 
most active banking institutions of 
Atlanta, has nothing but an opti- 
mistic outlook. for the future. “We 
have become unduly excited,” de- 
clared Mr. Candler, “ower a condi- 
tion that does not warrant such ex- 
citement.”’ Mr. Candker then gives 
many reasons for the present slug- 
gishness of commercial affairs, 
chief among which are the unset- 
tled political conditions, the lack of 
wide-open foreign markets and the 
lateness of crops. 

Mr. Candler denies that the Fed- 
eral Reserve banks are not giving 
the proper support to the farming 
interest of his section, as has been 
reported, and declares that his bank 
has had no trouble whatever ar- 
ranging for rediscounts upon such

“The re- 
port that the Federal) Reserve banks 
are not giving the farmers proper 
support,” declared Mr. Candler, “is 
erroneous, and should be  cor- 
rected.”

|} We all are unduly excited, Condi- 
tions are always at this time of the 
year more Strained than at any 
other because of our crop move- 
ment which takes place during Sep- 
tember and October, and in this 
connection we must not lose sight 
of the fact that our crop this year 
is fully a month behind.

“Crops in the south are really 
better, generally speaking, than lo- 
cal reports would indicate. We 
are too prone to accept a pessimistic 
report from an isolated community 
as a certain criterion for conditions 
throughout the country. We must 
keep in mind that there are other 
products raised in this section than 
cotton. I have noted while riding 
through the country districts that 
corn and potato crops are most 
bountiful, and from the west we 
hear that they are enjoying bumper 
grain harvests. The benefits, to a 
certain degree, are bound to accrue 
to us. 

‘Word has gone out that the fed- 
eral reserve system is not sup- 
porting the farmer at this critical 
period, but the Central Bank and 
Trust corporation has encountered 
no difficulty in rediscounting 
with Federal Reserve bank such 
cotton-secured paper as we have 
had occasion to use with them this 
season, and I believe that this re- 
port, which is erroneous, should be 
corrected. 

“The new administration will 
shortly change the status of our 
frelations with foreign countries so 
that soon we will find a large out- 
let for our staple through the Eu- 
ropean market, which normally 
consumes about one-half of our 
cotton crop. In a general way, 
therefore, we see that every indi- 
eation points to a brighter future. 
Conditions will adjust themeselves 
as they have in the past. We must 
only strengthen our resolve to cau- 
tionsly proceed with determination 
to received the inevitable in the 
way of price reduction which proc- 
ess has already set in with so many

DAVIS PREDICTS 
NORMAL BUSINESS. 


_Vice President Henry W. Davis, 
of the Lowry National, one of At- 
lanta’s oldest institutions, declared 
his firm faith in the fact that busi-

SAYS DONOVAN. 

| Vice President George R. Dono- 
| Van, of the Atlanta National bank, 
said: 

“We are facing a condition in the 
commercial world today due to 
many perfectly natural and reason- 
able.causes, and while it must be 
admitted that there is at present 
a lull in business, there is no rea- 
son to believe other than that this 
will pass when the causes are re- 
moved. For that reason I feel that 
the least said about the situation 
the better off we will be.”

“There is no cause for alarm over 
the present situation,” declared 
Vice President H. B. Kennedy, of 
the Fulton National] bank. “Not only 
are the banks in-g most healthy 
condition because of the great num- 
ber of deposits, but there is every 
evidence that the people have much 
more money than formerly. In 
fact, it may be stated that the 
banks are in the healthiest condi- 
tion in their history, and for this 
reason I would say that there is 
no occasion for pessimistic talk or 
Picture of hard times.” 


Mr. Kennedy stated also that vast 
amounts of money are being sent to 


their various countries by the for- 
eign element of the country, indi- 
cating the continuance of our pros- 
perity and promising better cond!- 
tions for the people in countries 
across the ocean. 

“The present drop in the prices of 
Many commodities was expected,” 
continued Mr. Kennedy. “This is 
but history repeating itself and is 
but an evidence of the effort of the 
business world to deflate following 
the gigantic wave of high prices 
that came with the war. 

“The farmer is in better condi- 
tion in the south than ever before, 
and while there is a@ present drop 
in the commodities he produces— 
cotton especially in this section— 
there is no reason to believe chat 
there will be a return to pre-war 
prices for farm products.” . 

Vice President A. B. Simms, of the 
same institution, also stated that 
there is no need now to fear a 
slump in business or a commercial 
crash. “We have more deposits in 
the banks of every nature and the 
people are in better shape to keep 
business moving than ever before,” 
he declared.

tiee—not excepting cotton. In con- 
sequence of this recession there is 
bound to be a readjusiment and an 
attendant degree of depregsion, 

“It is a well-known fact that the 
best place for a boil is on the other 
fellow. If we have grain to sell, 
it seems hard luck that grain is 
down; the folks who have grain to 
buy are pleased at the lower price. 
We talked fluently and very patriot- 
ically during and since the war 
about bearing our individual share 
of the national burden, and now we 
are having an opportunity to show

NATURAL REACTION 
FROM INFLATION. . 


F. S. Etheridge, president of the 
Atlanta Trust company, made the 
following statement on conditions: 
“The present readjustment proc- 
ess through which we are passing 
is a natural reaction from the “joy 
ride” of inflation of the past few 
years. The operation is painful 
and hurts, but after it is all over 
we will be glad of it and business 
conditions will become normal and 
active. : 

“It ig very unfortunate that dur- 
ing the period of inflation our peo- 
ple did mot appreciate their pros- 
perity, and lay up reserves, and 
thus be prepared for present con- 
ditions, which are the logical out- 
come in the course:of deflation. 
“The south is not ‘busted’ nor 
‘broke,’ and my faith. has always 
been strong in the recuperative 
powers of our people. I have seen 
them endure and pass through the 
period of 5c and 6c. cotton, through 
the currency panie of 1917, and the 
adverse conditions of 1914. Every 
one of these periods have demon- 
strated each time that the sooner 
we appreciate our responsibilities 
and begin to find the remedy the 
better off we are. Looking to 
Washington for help—or any other 
source political—under conditions 
of this kind ig useless, We_ have 
had so much unnecessary criticism 
of existing agencies and criticisms 
that were irrelevant and not found- 
ed in fact or ethics, that now the 
sooner we find ourselves getting to 
the level of conservatism and pa- 
tience the more helpful we will be 
to ourselves and our neighbors. I 
have never seen a time when hon- 
est and faithéwl presentation of 
facts did cot secure leniency and 
time to meet obligations. 

“The Federal Reserve Bank of 
Atlanta (and those of the whole 
country) ig functioning in its nor- 
mal way through its member banks 
and the member banks are conserv- 
ing the situation. Loans based on 
cotton, with the proper insurance 
and other requirements are being 
eared for. It is unfortunate that 
so few of the country banks are 
members of the federal reserve sys- 
tem, and therefore do not enjoy the 
rediscounting privilege which js so 
important in timeg like these. It is 
my deliberate opinion that if every 
state bank would become a member 
of the federal reserve system they 
would better their condition very 
much to render service to their 


communities, and thereby We helpful 
in the expedition of their various 
businesses.

Vanderbilt scored in the second 
quarter by a series of nice gains 
around the flanks and a long pass 
from Nelly ta Hendrick over the 
g021 line.

Goar and Nel] kicked 12 times 
for 551 yards, or an average of 46 
yards. ‘against nine attempts for 
383 yards, or 42 yards’ average, for 
Auburn. I[n returning punte Van- 
derbilt averaged 15% yards per punt 
against six yards for Auburn. Au- 
burn ends covered slow and usu- 
ally the Vanderbilt players were 
able to get substantial returns. 
Only three penalties were imposed 
during the game, Vanderbilt get- 
ting two off-side penalties and Au- 
burn getting a 15-yard loss for 
holding. 

Vanderbilt Was totally unable to 
form any interference for her backs 
and thus sacrificed her chances for 
any consistent gains against the 
gigantic Auburn line. Late in the 
second half Coach Donahye rushed 
in an almost complete line of sub- 
stitutes, who falled to seriously 
damage the tired Vandy team, ex- 
eepting the two great runs made 
by Shirley. Jackson, of the second 
stringers, showed up well at “Red” 
Howard's berth. 

Plunging Tactics. 

Auburn did not uncover a varied 

style of attack, but plunged steadi- 


fast driving on the two final aft- 
ernoons of the fair.

Georgia played magnificently the 
| first three quarters, but the Petrels 
staged a comeback in the last quar- 
ter which stopped all further scor- 
ing on the part of the Red and 
Black.

Slow, Crushing Progress. 

The exertion and suspense of such 
a gruelling battle, under. strange 
conditions and environment, told, 
however, in the closing half of the 
conclift, and the power and finish 
of the Harvard team triumphed over 
the desperate efforts of Captain 
‘Bo” McMillan and his teammates 
toturn the tide of deefat. hTere 
was no question In the minds.of the 
40,000 spectators who completely 
filled every available foot of space 
in Harvard's football] amphitheater, 
as to which was the better team.

“While there are many concrete 
contributing factors in business to- 
day that have undoubtedly caused a 
slight: slowing up of motor vehicle 
sales it is alsa undoubtedly true 
that the mental attitude of dealers 
everywhere has had its effect upon 
the general situation,” M. L. Pul- 
cher, vice president and general 
manager Of the Federal Motor 


Truck ecOmpany, Detroit, Mich. 

“There is in every market forces 
which we call ‘bull’ forces which 
tend to inflate prices,”’ he said. 
“to keep them as high as possible— 
and then there is also the so-called 
‘bear’ element which tries to de- 
flate them—to pull them down. 

“It is undeniably true that busi- 
ness today is gcod in some places 
and bad in others—good for some 
deaJeps and manufacturers and not 
good with others. Many factors

What the Women 
Of State Must Do 


To Become V oters 


P ry 

Stressing the importance of reg- 
istration as a part of citizenship, 
Mrs. Charles J. Haden, chairman 
of the citizenship committee of the 
Georgia Federation of Women’s 
clubs, writes to her co-workers as 
follows: 

“Nothing is more dangerous than 


ignorance at work. With tne add- 
ed power of the franchise coming 
to women the responsibility that 
club women have always felt to- 
ward community welfare is in- 
creased manifold. We must know 
the tool of citizenship, through 
which we work; we must not rest 
content with knowledge. Govern- 
ment is not a theory; it is an ac- 
tuality which touches our daily life. 
One thing more: We club women 
have the greatest machinery in the 
world for making fine citizens of 
ourselves. We penetrate every ham- 
let, town and city in the United 
States. It is our sacred duty ‘to 
use our great federation to serve 
our country in the training of cit- 
izens. 

“The program might begin with 
the rea ing of the constitution of 
the United“ States, in whole or in 
part.

“The question is often asked 
when and how shall women regis- 
ter? This information may be giv- 
en as follows: 

“All women by the recent fed- 
eral enactment of the nineteenth 
amendment have been recognized 
as citizens, and given the vote. But 
no woman in Georgia can be. per- 
mitted, nor should she expect to 
cast a yote until she has complied 
with the established laws. of our 
state in regard to voting. The re- 
quirements are as follows: 


The Age. 


“A woman (like every man) must 
be twenty-one years of age. 

“A woman must have been a resi- 
dent of the state one year and of 
the county where she expects to 
vote six months prior to the date 
of her registration.

“Time of registering: Women,

The Civitan club of Atlanta will 
make its first public work, that of 
the southern Red Cross roll ¢all, 
which will be made in Atlanta In 
November, simultaneously with 
similar calls to be made by every 
Red Cross chapter and Red Cross 
organized group in the country. 

R. K. Rambo, a member of the ex- 
ecutive board of the Atlanta chap- 
ter of the Red Cross and chairman 
of the finance committee, will be 
the representative of the Red Cross 
in the Civitan work which will be 
Put on with that spirit of patriot- 
ism which must always characterize 
any department of Red Cross work. 

As stated at the preliminary meet- 
ing held by the Civitan clun to dis- 
cuss the matter Friday, every cent 
of the money collected in the forthe 
coming membership roll call will 
go toward the permanent work of 
the Red Cross now being done in 
Atlanta and which is expressing 
itself directly in behakf of. public 
health service. 

The nursing committee of the Red 
Cross, headed by Mrs: Albert Thorn- 
ton, the faithful secretary of At- 
lanta chapter, has since the first 
of January done a remarkable piece 
of work. Seven public health nurses 
have been maintained by the loca] 
Red Cross since July 1. They visit 
among the sick of the city, nursing 
where it is necessary, and giving 


Zeneral assistance in this direction..- 


Visits are made among the af- 
flicted, and thé work hag been put 
on a permanent business basis. 

Public health service everywhere 
has proved that there is no mere 
direct factor in ptblic health !m- 
provement than the visiting nurse, 
and in the case of the nursing serv- 
ice of the Atlante chapter of the 
Red Cross, the seven nurses under 
capable supervision have recorded 
a remarkable amount of efficient 
work. 

During the period of the war 
there were those people who in con- 
tributing to the Red Cress ques- 
tioned whether or not they desired 
a part of the money to go into for- 
elgn relief. In the forthcoming rol] 
call this question will not arise, 
for every cent collected, in the 
membership fee of $1 per individual, 
will go to Red Cross public’ health 
Service in Atlanta, Not one cent 
will go for relief work outside of 
Atlanta.

There were many evi- 
dencés that the professional trad- 
ers had not only abandoned the 
bear side in the revious week, 
when they coveréd their shorts, but 
had taken on an extensive line of 
long stock looking for outside par- 
‘icipation in the market in the near 
future, and with it a material ad- 
vance in prices. 

At times, certain bear factions 
started brief raids on the market 
during the past week. but this did 
not succeed very well excepting 
just before the close of one se8s- 
sion when there was heavy selling 
on rumors of a bolshevist uprising 
in Great Britain. This was not fol- 
lowed up the next day, however. 
and a “creeping bull market” fol- 
lowed, with evidences that quiet 
s@ength and quite my a real 
bull market is at hand, proviged 
that the public will “follow 
through.” 

Not long ago there had been talk 
of aarp reductions in steel prices 

which steel stocks had been 
avily sold, but apparently this 
cut in steel is some time off. 

The car and locomotive and some 
of the ol] stocks were quite firm, 
as were many of the rails, with 
several of them making new highs 
for the current movement. Taking 
everything in sight at the moment, 
the situation appears to be that 
there Will be either firmness or 
real strength until after election 
day and then there will probably 
be a sharp rise for a brief period 
at least. 

Call Money 7 Per Cent. 


The money market has been quict, 
with call rates generally holding at 
7 per cent, but with brief pexiods 
in which 6 per cent loans were - 
tainable. The return of crop funds 
to the market is reported to be 
steadily progressing, and there are 
signs that within the next three 
weeks the supply of loanable funds 
in the financial centers will be 
greatly increased, with the idea 
quite genera] that 6 per cent money 
will be the rule and not the excep- 
tion in Wall street early next 

nth. Time funds have been some- 
what easier, as far as supply rath- 
er than rates are concerned, with 
plenty of 8 per cent funds for peri- 
ods of three to six months availa- 
ble. 
Foreign exchange, after _showing 
weakness early in the wéek, grew 
firm later on. Sterling was heavily 
sold for a day or two, getting to as 
low as 3.40 as a result of the Brit- 
ish coal strike, but there was good 
support later on the theory that 
this strike will not last long and 
that it will either be broken or 
compromised. . 

The slowing up of first one in- 
dustry and then another has 
brought about a material decline in 
wholesale costs, but comparative- 
ly little in the retail trade. This 
has been complained about, but it 
now appears that the average re- 
taller is still stocked up with high- 
cost goods and that the public does 
not seem willing to buy them ex-

Politics Has Effect. 
Political action can be blamed or 
praised for certain details or tem- 
porary changes in this trend, but as 
a whole there has been nothing but 


the sphinx-like face of ecoromics 
to be seen back of the change from 
over inflation of a serious nature 
to its own cure in natural, though 
possibly rather ‘sudden, deflation. 
The world has gone through wave 
after wave, cycle after cycle of 
such processes in the past, during 
which prices for all necessities and 
luxuries rose ° abnorally 
high levels owing” to the cut- 
ting off of prodtiction or because 
of unusual prosperity and currency 
inflation; this has before gone to 
absurd extrémes, and the time 
of greatest/ excess of eXtravagance 
and the highest prices, the “silent 
strike” through non-buying by pop- 
ulations as a whole has brought 
about sudden changes from appar- 
ent shortage to unsalable sur- 
plusses. Politics can no more 
change or permanently delay the 
actions of the laws of economics 
than they can suspend the laws of 
gravity and molecular action. It 
is probable, therefore, that no mat- 
ter who is elected, we will go on 
the deflationary process, 
marked, of course, at times by orifef 
recoveries. We are having such a 
brief recovery at this time in sug- 
ar prices, but it is more than prob- 
able that they will again go lower, 
although it is just as probable that 
they never again will get down to 
the pre-war level. The same ap- 
plies to other commodities, with 
possibilities that we never again 
will know pre-war prices for cot- 
ton, wheat, corn, etc. The pros- 
pects are, however, that just as 
hides, some grades of raw wool, 
raw rubber, silk and a few other 
commodities have already gotten 
back to the pre-war level, so will 
each other commodity in time. 

To really get back to retail prices 
of the pre-war level, however, it will 
be necessary to get wages back 
also. Very slow progress is being 
made in that direction now, but it 
may be accelerated by serious un- 
employment for a fairly long period. 
The railroads have found it possi- 
ble to get along with thousands upon 
thousands (some estimates placing 
the total discharged in the last three 
months throughout the country at 
200,000) fewer employees than were 
carried under government control. 
The first to be discharged have been 
the idlers and the inefficient. With 
these men out of the way, greater 
efficlt®ncy is demanded of those re- 
tained, 

Few Wage Reductions. 


Hardly any reports of lowering of 
Salary or wage rates are heard, bit 
from every side there are reports of 
lower total cost of labor in propor- 
tion to output, due partly to greater 
efficiency and partly to doing away 
with overtime and other expensive 
labor costs. If the labor problem is 
worked out in time, it will be found 
that long since the wholesaler in 
all lines has been forced on*to a 
deflation basis, while the retailer is 
right now facing the necessity of 
cutting prices or going out of busi- 
ness by the thousands. 

The copper market is in a bad 
slump, with sales at as low as 16 
cents a pound, but not much busi- 
ne@s even at that figure. Copper 
producers say that it. is merély a 
question of time before a big buy- 
ing movement will start and that no 
further cuts in prices will be made, 
also that the cost of production is 
higher than yresent prices and that 
they will, therefore, not continue to 
operate on a large scale unles# 
prices move higher. It is not con- 
sidered likely, however, that impor- 
tant buying of the red metal will 
bo seen for a time as the policy of 
consumers is to buy from hand-to- 
mouth just now. 

New business in steel products 
has been small in volume and Where- 
fore further declines in unfilled ton- 
nages are expected for October. The 
recent bookings, however, have been: 
at prices only slightly below those 
prevailing for the past six months 
or so, with no present sign of a 
sharp reduction in quotations, al- 


though even the producers admit |

{CONDITION REPORT 
OF GEORGIA CROPS 


The United States department of 


agriculture, bureau of crop esti- 
mates,. in co-operation with the 
Georgia department of agriculture, 
issued the following weekly crop 
notes Saturday: 

Weather continues fair, warm and 
dry and practically no fail plowing 
has been done or will be until it 
rains. Harvesting has progressed 
very rapidly throughout the state 
and is about complete in several 
counties in the lower section. In- 
dicatbons are. that a big grain crop 
will be planted this fali if weather 
conditions and seasons are favorable. 
Some few oats and rye have been 
sowed, but germination is very poor 
and seed are not coming up on ace 
count of jack of moisture. 

The labor situation seems to have 
improved somewhat in the lower 
part of the state, but the upper s¢c~ 
tion is still short. The price paid 
per hundred pounds for picking cot- 
ton this season ranged from 85 cents 
to $1.50, averaging about $1.20 per 
hundred. 

While the boll weevil has been 
very disastrous to the cotton crop 
throughout the state, they seem to 
have put in their greatest work in 
central and northwest Georgia, do- 
ing about the same damage in south 
Georgia as last season. 

Sorghum cane for syrup is turn- 
ing out fairly good this season and 
the quality seems to be very satis- 
factory. While the corn crop is 
good and some of the finest corn 
ever seen grown in this state, there 
will probably be several counties 
that will oe ae enough to go 

rough another season. 
ie meat outlook for the state is 
very promising, especially in the 
northern third, where they are re- 
ported to be in better conditoin and 
greater quantities than last season, 
condition being about the same in 
the lower part of the state. Cholera 
is reported in several counties, but 
no special outbreak to cause alarm. 
The low price of cotton this fall has 
almost paralyzed the farmer and he 
hardly knows how to make his plans 
for another ‘year. 


DECLINE IN PRICES 
NOT COMPLETED, 
SAYS DUN’S REPORT 


Last week marks the twenty- 
fourth consecutive week during 
which Dun’s list of wholesale com- 
modity quotations has disclosed a 
preponderance of recessions, 91 -de- 
clines in the latest statement con- 
trasting with 14 advances. 

Irregular conditions continue to 
feature the grain trade, the assur- 
ance of an unusually large crop and 
the liberal marketings by farmers 
weakening prices of corn, while con- 
fleeting influences caused consider- 
able uncertainty and easing in wheat 
and rye. In live meats, a reaction- 
ary tendency developed in hogs, 
largely reflecting the yielding in 
corn, but beef and sheep were rela- 
tively steady, as arrivals were well 
absorbed. Provisions sympathized 
with the situation in hogs, and most 
products were easy. Record prices 
for the best eggs, due to reported 
scarcity, continued a feature, but 
medium and lower quality stock was 
in liberal supply and lacked the 
buoyancy of the finest grades. Com- 
paratively little change appeared in 
butter, but quotations on cheese 
were rather sharply reduced. The 
recent falling off in new business 


trend in iron and steel, where weak- 
ness is developing, and the general 
tendency in the minor metals is still 
toward lower levels. 

Conditions in the textile markets, 
as well as in hides and leather, re- 
main unsettled, and the decline in 
prices, which has already reached 
extensive proportions, does not seem 
to have yet been completed.

when the old man was asked for 
a statement, he tremblingly rose 
and said, “Let him alone—just so 
1 treated my old father years ago.”’ 

But to return to pioneer America: 
There were giants in those days. I] 
have the record of a man who was 
a captain under Sumter and Ma- 
rion, who fought through a whole 
campaign with only a buckskin 
shirt and a sword. No hat—no 
shoes—no “small clothes.” After the 
war he came to Georgia and pros- 
pered. He built thirty churches at 
his own expense, and has hundreds 
of descendants al] over the south. 
He Was one of many. Reading. of 
these noble lives, unknown and dis- 
regarded but for the splendid re- 
search work of the Daughters of 
the American Revolution, must it 
not inspire us to fresh endeavors 
to emulate their virtues, their sin- 
eerity, their simplicity, their God- 
fearing and upright lives! 

Magnetizsing the Commonplace. 

Another wonderful work of. the 
devoted daughters might be called 
the \*Magnetizing of the Common-

AMOUFLAGE! 

A new word—coined during 
the great war by the French, 
to denote an art which was highly de- 
A new word, 
but an age-old art——old as war itself, 
older than mankind, for even Nature 
made use of it as a means of protec- 
tion for animals and plants. Truly, 
an age-old idea, but it is only during 
the last few years that it has been de- 
veloped by mankind to that state of 
perfection wherein’ it might be called 

an art. 
Camouffage saved from destruction 
during the war innumerable lives and 
properties of inestimable value. Now 


that the war is over, one might think — 


that the word and the art would tem- 
porarily become passe and useless un- 
til another war should come aiong to 
revive them. But such is not the case, 
for camouflage is an art without a 
knowledge of which, one of the great- 
est industries of today—the motion 
picture industry—could hardly exist. 
Camouflage and the Movies. 

The.art of camouflage is a vital fac- 
tor—in fact, it might be-said, almost a 
prime factor in the production of mo- 
tion pictures, and it is with that phase 
of camoufiage that this article is con- 
cerned. 

It is the generdl impression, perhaps, 
that the war first developed the art of 
camouflage. This: impression, how- 
ever, is erroneous. For long before 
the war began, the art had been devel- 
oped,to a high degree by the industry 
of motion picture production, but as 
developed by this industry, it was an 
unidentified art because it was an art 
without a name. The truth of this as- 
sertion is proven by the fact that when 
America entered the war,;’men from 
the motion picture studios; who had 
gained a knowledge of the art of scenic 
deception, formed an important part of 
the ranks of special camouflage corps 
which were sent over there. This was 
because these men had already a prac- 
tical knowledge of this great study and 
had only to adapt this knowlege to 
the particular requirements of defense 
in war. 

The one great ~ Alifference between 
camoufiage as practiced in motion pic- 
tures and as practiced in war is that 
war camouflage, although deceiving to

| Vital Necessity. 
Motion pictures, before the begin- 
ning of the war, did more and are now

sion—in the dressing of stage settings 
for legitimate productions, but camou- 
flage, as used on a stage; ig very lim- 
ited in its scope, and ‘admittedly 
camouflage, and for this reason I6ses 
its very effectiveness. It is when 
camouflage is mistaken for the ger 
uin@and the delusion is unquestioned, 
that it really serves the purpose for 
which it is intended. 

Examples of some of the numerous 
instances where camouflage is em- 
ployed in motion pictures, might be of 
interest. At the Lasky studio, for in- 
stance, which is one of the largest of 
west coast film plants, one might see 
on every hand, the evidences of this 
great art. 

To begin with, the very make-up of 
the players is often the most perfect 
camouflage. The feeble-looking old 
man or the dissipated, rum-soaked ho- 
bo might be, in- reality, one of the 
most gentle and best-appearing young 
men on the lot, hiding his real identi- 
ty unden a skilful application of cam- 
ouflage. 


Replica of yom, 
One of the best exam of this 


work at the Lasky studio is a replica 
of an old Spanish mission which 
stands on the exterior lot. The church, 
although built only a few months ago, 
looks as if it might have stood for 
centuries. The steps leading up to the 
doorway are apparently of solid stone 


and agpear to have been worn down 


from centuries of usage. In spots 
where the plaster apears to have 
fallen off from age and decay, adobe 
bricks are visible. A careful investi- 
gation will reveal, however, that if the 
plaster is removed in some other spot, 
no bricks will be found beneath. The 
supposed bricks have been worked in 
only where they are supposed to be 
visible from the surface. The worn. 
hardstone steps are p over 
laths and burlap, and tinted and -paint- 
ed by the artist until the right effect 
is obtained. 
A Versatile Street. 
There is also a single street with a

Camoufiage is the very life of a motion 


which was originally built to represent 


a New York street. This street has

undergone at least a score of complete 
transformations and is now so unlike 
what it originally was that it would be 
impossible for one who had not seén 
it.since it was first “constructed, to 
recognize it. This one street has rep- 
resented a busy New York thorough- 
fare; a- street in Cape Town, South Af- 
rica; a street supposedly in the Amer- 
ican quarter of Shanghai, China, and 
many other localities. The master 
touch of the camouflage artists soon 
changes it into a faithful reproduction 
of any street that may be desired, in 
whatever part of the globe it may be. 

Snowstorms. and blizzards abe so 
faithfully reproduced, in Hollywood, 
where snow never falls, that although 
the day or night may be warm, it 
makes one fairly shiver to look upon 
the scene. In the Paramount-Artcraft 
special, “Everywoman,” there was 2 
most realistic snow and blizzard-scene, 
and in “The City of Masks,” the snow 
and blizzard scenes were so real that 
they were complimented highly by 
Theodore Kosloff, the great Russian 
dancer, who played a part in that pro- 
duction. Mr. Kosloff has been in Si- 
beria and knows what a real blizzard 
looks like. ; 

Blowing a Gale. 

The snow is nothing more than fine 
salt spread out over the ground and 
heaped up in rifts in the crevices and 
on the window sills. The. blizzard is 
produced by feeding asbestos flakes 
in front of a fast revolving airplane 
propellor, which drives the wind 
laden with the asbestos, down the 
street in a furious gale. This is all 
a demonstration of the art of camou- 
flage, which has reached such an ad- 
vanced stage in film studios. 

A perfectly genuine looking brick 
wall can be put up in a comparative> 
ly short time on account of the fact 
that the bricks are nothing more nor 
less than sheets of plaster about 
foot wide and three feet long. The 
surface of these sheets are melded and 
grooved to represent about thirty 
bricks laid wi rtar. These sheets 
are nailed to upright beams and the 
wall is up. If the brick wall is sup- 
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posed to be an old structure or in a 
dingy part of the city, a little black 
paint or.charcoal applied by the skill- 
ful hands of the artist, over the red 
tone, wil] quickly produce the desired 
effect. 


Looks Just Like It. 
The beautiful black and white check- 
erboard inlay stone floor often seen in 


motion picture settings is generally 
wall board painted and varnished un- 
til it looks like highly polished stone, 
and laid in squares. 

The marble slabs seen in the motion 
picture soda fountain or as the walls 
of palatial settings, are the work of an 
artist who paints and then tints wall 
board so skilfully that the deception, 
under the eye of the camera, is per- 
fect. In a setting representing the in- 
terior of the famous hotel at Monte 
Carlo, which was constructed for Wil- 
liam D- Taylor’s production, “The Fur- 
nace,” examples of both the stone flagr 
and marble work above peactingy may 
be seen. . 

The log houses seen in “The Round- 
Up” and other pictures wefe not made 
of whole logs, but of lumber frame- 
work, faced with a round sheet of log 

Bringing the Outside In. 

At times exterior setting is built 
inside the Wot showing a beautiful 
garden or lawn in front of the house. 
The lawn is turf which is brought to 
the studio and laid down in squares, 
and the gardens, shrubbery, trees and 


flowers are put in by experienced land- 
scape gardeners. The plants and trees 
will be found to have no roots, how- 
ever, but are nailed to the bottom of 
the stage and the roughness covered 
by a layer of sod, gravel or turf, ac- 
cording to the location of the plants 
in the garden. 

In William deMille’s. aantaathin of 
Leonard Merrick’s story, “Conrad in 
Quest of His Youth,” there was a get- 
ting representing an old English home 
hundreds of years old. This was re- 
markably camouflaged to show age and 
decay. 

In this same production is a setting 
representing a cheap London theater, 
showing the dimly/lighted alleys, the 
cobblestone streets and other effec- 
tive atmosphere. 

Workman’“Fell Hard.” 

An incident which occurred recent- 
ly at the Lasky studio showed how ef- 
fectively the camouflage artists had 
done their work. A new millman had 
been engaged to work in tie studio 
lumber mill—a man who had never 
before worked in a studio. On the first 
day of his work at the\plant, the noon 
whistle blew and the miliman, 
was working on the exterior lot, look- 


ed over and saw what appeared to be 


a perfectly good restaurant, with a 
large sign above. It was only a few 
steps away, and anticipating a good 
meal; he hurried over to the establish- 
ment, opened the door and entered. 
But when he. gct inside, he ‘looked 


board 
imitation marble effect 
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around -him with amazement. The 
place was empty, and he saw nothing 
but black walls. He walked out of the 
place and was greeted by the shouts of 
laughter of his fellow workers, who 
had seen him enter the place and real- 
ized that he had “fallen.” 

And so it goes. Every new picture 
will hold new and more startling 
demonstrations of the state of ad- 
vancement which this art has reached. 


Not All Camouflage. 
It must not, be supposed, however, 
that all in motion pictures is sham 


camouflage. Realism is achieved 

far as possible and when within the 
limits of common reason real can 
be obtained and employed. Realism is 
often secured inf certain parts of a pic- 
ture at a great expense of money, time 
and effort, but when this expense of 
money, time and effort would be out 
of all reason, and would in no way 
really add to the effectiveness of the 
scene, of in case the imitation can be 
made to look just as genuine, in the 
eye of the camera, as the real, by vir- 
tue of the art of camouflage, then the 
imitation is employed. Even the most 
conscientious, exacting and painstak- 
ing producers, who fairly dote on real- 
ism in their productions and always

~ secure it whenever possible, are never 


slow to admit the importance and the 
value of the art of camouflage, and the 


great frequency and regularity with, 


which it is employed in the production 
of motion ‘pictures. 
The Reason Why. | 

A good illustration of this discus- 
sion, is in the construction of settings 
within a studio. Suppose:the story 
calls for certain scenes which sup- 
posedly take place in the intefior of 
some historic or famous building, the 
interior walls of which are marble, as 
in the example already cited. Would 
the results be worth the expense of 
time, monéy and the delay involved in 
putting up an interior setting fitted 
with heavy marble or granite see

~~ OPTIMISM THE CURE. 
The thing that is most hurting 


the south just now, so far as its 
prosperity is affected, is the con- 
stant croaking gebout hard times, 
and the effort to’ convince the 
world that everything down here 
is on the way to the demnition 
bow-wows. 

The business machine of the 
south is all right. It is properly 
adjusted, the cogs all fit into each 
other, and it is tuned up and ready 
to go on a long run of prosperity, 
affecting every southern interest. 

But it cannot start so long as 
the world is being informed that it 
is all out of gear and broken down. 

What the south needs to do is to 
cheer up and look at the sun! 

No matter how bright the day, 
the man who keeps himself men- 
tally locked in a cellar of gloom 
and disconsolation, ‘“‘melancholy as 
a gib cat,” can easily imagine that 
all is pitch-dark outside. 

Elsewhere in this issue The Con- 
stitution presents a striking inter- 
view with Governor M. B. Well- 
born, of the Sixth District Federal 

eserve bank; and a compendium 
of interviews with prominent 
bankers of Atlanta, all with refer- 
ence to the existing financial con- 
dition of the south which has been 
so generally discussed of late as a 


result of the slump in cotton prices. 

The unanimous expression of 
these bankers is that there is noth- 
ing fundamentally wrong with the 
situation, and, more than that, they 
all agree that, basically, conditions 
are such as to insure a long period 
of healthy prosperity for this sec- 
tion of the country. 

In substance, their advice to the 
people of the south is to be calm; 
to cheer up; to look on the bright 
side of things; to quit harping 
about “tight money,” “low prices,” 
etc., and to help by boosting rather 
than to hinder by knocking! 

We call special attention to the 
statement of Governor Wellborn, 
urging the importance of all, or 
most of, the state banks entering 
the federal reserve system. 

Several days ago J. K. Ottley, a 
prominent Atlanta banker, and 
member of the federal reserve 
board for this district, issued a 
statement in which he took the po- 
sition that one of the chief causes 
of the trouble here was that state 
banks were not going into the fed- 
eral reserve system as generally as 
they should. 

This expression was repeated in 
substance in a recently-published 
communication to The Constitu- 
tion by J. J. Wilkins, a leading 
banker of Athens. 

Both of these Georgia bankers 
took the position that if our banks 
as a whole had taken advantage of 
the credit facilities offered by the 
federal reserve system there would 
have been no difficulty in procur- 
ing all the credit that might be 
necessary for the orderly market- 
ing of the cotton crop. | 

In his interview bleewher? in 
this issue today, Mr. Ottley reit- 
erates that if all, or most of, the 


state banks would go into the fed- 


eral reserve system and stop criti-

much ‘benefit from the federal re- 


serve system as the south, and yet 


there is not another of the twelve 
federal reserve districts in which 
such a small proportionate number 
of the banks within the district are 
members of the system. 

Governor Weliborn shows that in 
Georgia alone only 36 state banks 
of the 638 in the state are members 
of the federal reserve system! 

Naturally, the facilities of the 
federal reserve system can be ex- 
tended only through member 
banks; and the trouble that has 
arisen here in connection with the 
marketing of our cotton crop is 
due very largely to the fact that 
602 of our state banks have been 
more or less depending upon, and 
waiting for, the other 36 state 
banks to pull the load that would 
have been comparatively easy had 
all of them been engaged in pull- 
ing. ' 

In other words, too many banks 
have been waiting to get the indi- 
rect benefit of the facilities offered 
by the federal reserve system with- 
out assuming their part of the obli- 
gation of membership! 

This is undoubtedly a very vital 
feature of the problem that is con- 
fronting the south at this time. 

Otherwise,:the situation resolves 
itself largely into a matter of 
psychology. 

Every condition affecting.a com- 
munity or a human being has, as 
Mr. Ottley suggests, two essential 
elements entering into it: First, 
the fact of the condition itself; and 
second, the psychology of the situ- 
ation. 

The second of these has been 
working in a way calculated to de- 
press, and to make the actual con- 
dition worse, rather than in the 
direction of making it better. 

There is not another country in 
the world that is so fortunately 
situated, commercially, financially 
and in every other respect, as is 
the United States; and there is not 
another section of the United 
States that is fundamentally ans 
basically as sound and stable and 
as prosperous as the cotton states! 

We have nothing under heaven 
to fear; our position is as solid and 
secure as the base of Stone moun- 
tain; nothing can shake the finan- 


cial and commercial and industrial 


structure of the south. 

The only danger is in our own 
attitude. 

If we persist in forcing gloom we 


can get it. 


On the other hand, it is far 
easier to enforce prosperity—by 
just talking it!

THE BEST WAY TO DO IT1, 
Responsive to the idea that, 


after all, self-help is the best help, 


steps were taken in Washington by 
southern bankers and representa- 
tives of the cotton interests at- 
tending the convention of the 
association, 
preliminary to the formation of a 
$12,000,000 cotton export and 
financing corporation. . 

“Your committee feels,” says the 
report of a special committee 
chosen to lead the ‘way in the 
movement, “‘that it is time that we 
of the south should take hold of 
the cotton situation and help our- 
selves.” 

One ounce of this sort of effort 
has more value than a ton of wait- 
ing for Uncle Sam or anybody else 
to come along and do the work. 

. In all parts of the country and in 
all lines of industry which are now. 
passing through a financial crisis, 
the inclination on the part of those 
directly interested seems to be 
more and more to “let Uncle Sam 
do it.” é 

It is so with the wheat industry 
in the west; with the corn and 
live stock industries in the north 
and middle west, and with the cot- 


yton industry in the south. 


All of them seem to be waiting 
for the federal government to 
gather them up in its arms and 
carry them over the rough places 
in the road; they are becoming 
less and less self-reliant. | 

“Let Uncle Sam do it” seems to 
be their motto; whereas, “Do it 
yourself” would be a much better, 
and a much more effective one, for 
it is as true today as it ever was, 
and in this instance as in any 
other, that “the best help is self- 
help!” 

Take the cotton situation, - for 
example—a situation that directly 
or indirectly concerns every man 
woman and child in the country, 
and particularly in’ the south.’ 
Grumbling at the government for 
not financing the crop, or waiting,

AUTOMOBILE FATALITIES. 

AM drivers of automobiles on 
Atlanta’s streets—especially those 
who are prone to recklessness and 
speed mania—should read a les- 
son in the fate of Frank Mc- 
Donald, and profit by it. 

Frank McDonald, a young man 
of Atlanta, while driving an auto- 
mobile on the streets of this city 
less than a month ago accidentally 
ran over and killed. a woman 
pedestrain. In due course, he was 
given his “day in court,” found 
guilty of involuntary manslaugh- 
ter, and sentenced to serve from 
one to three years in the state 
penitentiary. 

Of course, he did not intend, nor 
want, to kill anybody with his 
car; but that fact did not save 


| the life of the woman that was 


run down. Neither doés the mere 
lack of intent to inflict bodily in- 
jury afford the public protection 
against reckless drivers—protec- 
tion to which the public is en- 
titled. 

This young man undoubtedly re- 
grets, deeply and sincerely, having 
caused the death of a human be- 
ing and the bereavement of a fam- 
ily. Probably, were he himself 
alone to be considered, his con- 
science would inflict upon him 
more than ample punishment for 
what he did. 3 

But his conscience and his men- 
tal suffering will have little if any 
effect upon the habits and beha- 
vior of other speeders and care- 
less automobile drivers: while his 
conviction and sentence probably 
will. : 

At any rate, it is to be hoped 
so; for tragedies of this type are 
altogether too common. ,

Advising With the Senate. 
I’ am insisting that “these, things 
were not done in a corner.” Three 
times before we entered the war— 


January 22,. February 2 and 26,1917 
—President *Wilson personally ap- 
peared before 2 joint assembly of 
the tgwo houses of congress. and 
preached in definite terms the doc- 
trine of a league of nations for the 
preseryation of peace. Again on 
April 2 of that year in his address 
recommending a declaration of war, 
he advocated amid ‘enthusiastic ap- 
plause of.both parties, “such a con- 
cert ‘of .really .free and self-govern- 
ed peoples of the world.” Then on 
January 8, 1918, at angther joint 
session of congress he id down 
his famous “fourteen points” as a 
condition for making peace. The 
fourteenth point reads as follows: 


“A general association of nations 
must be formed under a specific 
covenant for the purpose of afford- 


ing mutual guarantees of political 
independence and: territorial in- 


alike.” 

When one -reads the record, even 
thus far, in*connection with the re- 
iterated charge that Woodrow Wil- 


son committed the United States to 
the league of nations without “ad- 
vising with the senate,” it is diffi- 
cult to believe ‘that the charge is 
made in sincerity. 

But this ‘is far from being the 
whole story. When the first draft 
of the treaty was completed in 


Paris Mr. Wilsen brought it back to 
the United States and in personal 
conference with individual senators 
and in a more formal meeting with 
the foreign relations cémmittee he 
invited constructive criticism. 


Taft and Wilson. 
Just. here in the story must be 
placed the recent sensational rever 
lation of the part Mr. Taft played 


in the making of this ‘“‘monstrous 
league.” He asked the privilege of 
making suggestions for certain 
definite changes. How was this re- 
quest received by-Mr. Wilson? He 
cabled at once that he would “wel- 
come any suggestions.” The pub- 
lished -correspondence which fol- 
‘lowed reveals the friendly co- 
/operation of two earnest advoéates, 
‘both loyal to the great ideal of a 
world league for eivilized nations. 
And the record gives this as the 
astounding result, Mr. Taft made 
five suggestions involving signift- 
cant changes in the covenant. Mr. 
Wilson accepted all five and had 
them embodied in the text. From 
that time up to the nomination of 
Mr. Harding at Chicago Mr. Taft

In the light of 
this public record of facts it is an 
insult to the intelligence of the 
American people for the.republicans 
to continue to make the charge that 
the league is in any sense the ex- 
pression of the personal views of 


Lany one man. 


The president. has been severely 
criticised for not having selected 
one or more of this trio of eminent 


jurists to sit with him at the peace 
council. From the standpoint of 
political strategy I, too, think he 
made a mistake in not following 
this course. But in all fairness, 
suppose all three of them had been 
ig eo at the council board, would 
t have been possible for them to 
have incorporated any larger pro- 
ortion of their views into ‘the 
eague than has already been writ- 
ten into the covenant? 


Another League. a 
Mr. Harding declared in Des 
Moines the other day, “It is not in- 
terpretation, but rejection I am 


seeking.” When a burst of protest 
came from friends of the league 
among his own party, like the fond 
parent who fg forced to take a 
dangerous plaything away from his 
child, he says in conciliatory tones, 
don’t cry, I'll give you a far better 
league. To quote him exactly, “If 
I am elected I will at once call in 
the wisest men in the nation and 
consult with them as to the best 
plan for the formation of an as- 
sociation of nations.” It may fair- 
ly be maintained that “the wisest 
men in the nation” have already 
contributed theif best thought to 
the formation of the league which 
President Wilson presented to the 
senate. Could Taft, Hughes, Root 
contribute more than they have al- 
ready given? Or would Mr. Har- 
ding call Johnson, 
and Knox to meet with them? 


Now and Then. 
In Cleveland last week Senator 
Hiram Johnson made this revealing 
statement which sheds a world of 


light upon the spirit of the Ameri- 
can people when President. Wilson 
went to Paris: 


“Eighteen months ago when Mr. 
Wilson called the league of_ nations 
the greatest Magna . Charta hu- 


manity was evef given and when 
all of us, with the bloody war upon 
our minds, were having a mental 
reflex, we welcomed the league 
with relief.” 


Yes, “eighteen months ago” this 
league was not a Wilson league, 
nor a.Taft league. It was an 


American league. It was American 
because it was the expression of 
the highest ideal and the deepest 
aspiration of the American heart. 
This was before the creeping pa- 
ralysis of a-partisan presidential 
campaign drugged our finer sym- 
pathies and deadened our sense of 
human responsibility. Mr. Johnson 
is right. ‘Eighteen months ago” 
“the bloody war was upon our 
minds.’’ Now the fierce passion of a 
partisan pursuit for office pos- 
sesses us. “Eighteen months ago” 
“we welcomed the league with re- 
lief.” Will it not be true that 
“eighteen months’ from now, 
should we turn this government 
back into the hands of reactionary 
partisans, and the world, without 
the forceful leadership of Ameri- 
ca, ‘shall stagger toward another 
catastrophe, that once again we 
would gladly ‘‘welcome the league 
with relief?’

ent moment the discussion turns 
upon the plebiscite which is to be 
held shortly in Austria. But con- 
ceding, as seems likely, that rhis 
plebiscite will show a latge majori- 
ty for federation, there still re- 
mains the question on the attitude 
of the rest of the world. 

_O®, the face of it the proposal 
seéms reasonable enough. The pop- 
ulation of that Austria which sur- 
‘fives, amounting to a little more 
han 6,000,000, is almost without ex- 
ception German. ».The plebiscite 
held in the contested district of Ca- 
trinthia, the other day, showed that 
ven there, where there was a Slav 
element, loyalty to Austria survived 
war an.i the miseries incitent to de- 
feat. The peace conference. in fact, 
whittled German Austria down to 
the lowest possible terms, whet was

Why, then, should the German- 
Speaking peoples of Austria not be 
pemmitted to join their race broth- 
ers to the north?

nations. Such consent is not now 
obtainable because of the deter- 
mined opposition of the Fr 
who obviously possess the 4-iwer 
of vote under the Parig settle vent. 


On Solid Ground. 


French opposition rests upon solid 
ground, historically at least. The 
French argue that the Inclusion of 
6,000, of Austrian Germans with- 
n the frontiers of the present Ger- 
man Reich would make good the 
losses Germany suffered in the 
east and west and leave Germany 
a strong as she was before she 
abandoned Alsace-Lorraine to 
France and Posen and east Prussia 
to Poland 

Not a few observers, who do not 
hare the French view, argue tbat 
he Austrian Germans, who closely 
resemble politically the Germans 
of Bavaria and of Wurtemburg and 
Baden, that is the south Germans of 
the ~ Hapsburg empire, would 
serve to strengthen the influence of 
soath Germany and thus curtail the 
evil and militaristic influence of 
Prussia in the German state. But 
the French &answer to this is that 
so far from succeeding in exercis- 
ing ch a moderating influence, 
Bava Baden and Wurtemburg 
between 1870 and 1914 were totally 
permeated by the Austrian Ger- 
mans. ~ 

Here we touch once more uppn 
the- foundation stone of French 
policy. It was France who was 
Menaced steadily by Prussianized 
Germany, after” Prussfa had led 
Uermany to a war of conquest and 
ggression in 1870. The extent of

German Situation Precarieus. 

By contrast most well informed 
Frenchman belieyt that if German 
conditions continué as they now 
are, even for only a brief time, 
the Prussian state will crumble and 
disintegrate and the southern states 
will seek existence, not impossibly 
forming some sort of a conféedera- 
} tion of the Rhine. Such a develop- 
ment would be welcomed by the 
French and no .French opposition 
wotild be. coming to any Austrian 
proposal to join such a Rhine con- 
federation. 

From the point of view of history 
this would festore the situation 
which existed before 1866, when 


many and particularly since 1870, 
when Prussia was able to gather 
the south Germans into her camps 


Germans, between republics of the 
Rhine and the balance of Germany 
Prussianized, would open for French 
foreign policy a wide field of ma- 
noeuvre, perfectly legitimate in it- 
self, and wotd close the door to 
any new attack by a .Germany, 
once more directed by Prussian 
militarists, ' 

In the nature of things this new 
south German confederation would 


Prussia. Thus the old historic rela- 
tion between the House of Bourbon 
and that of Wittellsbach would be 
restored, although republican insti- 
tutions had Yeplaced monarchial on 


either side of*the Rhine. Such a 
division of Germany would for all 


time abolish the nightmare of Ger- 
man hegemony of the continent and 
in the world, 


Opposes Austrian Proposal. 

The mosSibility of such a solution, 
obviously favo le to France ex- 
plains the present opposition of the 
French to the Austrian proposal. As 
it stands now the French believe 
that German unity will hardly en- 
dure. They also believe that the 
sentiment in Austria favorable ta 
the proposed union is the outgrowth 
of purely evanescent conditions and 
fhat five or ten years hence a plebi- 
scite would show a large majority 
against a proposition which they 
cOncede will carry now.” 

No thoughtful Frenchman imag- 
ines that if the Austrians continue 
to demand union with their breth- 
ren to the north and Germany con- 
tines to- persist as a strong and 


‘permanently block the completion 
of this unification of the German 
people. The experiénce of Austria 
in Italy, less than a century ago 
is too clear an evidence of the 
impossibility of preventing frac- 
tions of the same race to unite by 
any outside interf.x-nce. But the 
French argue that the present mo- 
ment is not one in which Germany 
should receive a large addition of 
population and thus be fortified 
in its national unity. 

And the French have the right 
under the

sists, the French will be justified, 
under the settlement of Paris and 
the subsequent agreements to call 
the league of nations to act and 
if the league refuses, they can take 
the matter into their own hands 
with a fair show of justification.

the matter. 
When Opposition Comes, 

But the case of the French is 
weakened by the fact that they can 
expect only opposition from all of 
, their recent partners in the world 
war. That the United States will 
take any Important step in the mat- 
ter is unlikely, although President 
Wilson at Paris seemed to advocate 
bestowing upon the Austrians pes- 
mission to seek such a federation 
with’ Germany, if .they chose. Thus 
the sympathy, if not the affirmative 
action of the United States govern- 
ment will be with the Germans and 
Austrians. ‘ 

By contrast the policy of the Ital- 
ians is ynmistakably and enthusi- 
astically favorable to the Austro- 
German union, Italian policy in the 
matter is not dictated by any senti- 
ment, by the enthusiasm for the 
ethnic principle of for the doctrine 
of self-determination.

It will be observed, then, how 
differently personajg experience in- 
fluences the views of two great 
peoples on the same question. 
France fears a strong Germany be- 
cause all her dangers come from 
the German side. But LIialy has no 
fear of a pan-German revival 
which will lead to a German drivé 
southward to the Adriatic, ap ef- 
fort to conquer Trieste and make it 
the base of German influence in the 
Mediterranean. What Italy fears 
is not Berlin, but Vienna, Aor from 
Vienna in the past has’ come all 
her peril. ° 


“Little Eatente.” 


We have seen that the Ruman- 
ians, Jugo-islavs and Czécho-Slo- 
vaks have recently united in that 
‘little entente” which “has for its 
object insuring all, by concerted 
action, against any Hungarian ef- 
fort to restore the old Magyar state 
by reclaiming from the three bor- 
der states the territories taken Dy 
them in the Paris settlement. A 
similar adhesion by Adstria to this 
“little entente” has been openly 
hinted at. But such an agreement, 
limited today in its purpose, might, 
te the Italian mind, develop tomor- 
row into some sort of a commercial 
association, beyond which would lie 
the further possibility of an ulti- 
mate political federation. 

‘It is a fact, recognized by all, 
that the Paris settlement, by vio- 


bonds which united the peoples of 
hnatant Europe, hitherto members 
of the Austro-Hungarian empire, 
creat@éd an economic chaos, which 
could not endure. Hungary and 
Austria, in any event, are capable 
of existing as separate states, 
economically. Czecho-Slovaks, al- 
though far more favorably placed, 
finds herself deprived of her old 
kets and dependent entirely 
upon ‘German ports for her access 
to the sea. But a union of all the 
component parts ‘of the old Aus- 
trian empire; even if it ‘were no 
more than a zollverein in the first 
instance, would restore the eco- 
pnomic situation in middle Europe. 
And Italy, fearful of the Jugo- 
Slavs, from of old, suspicious of 
the possibility of an ultimate re- 
union of all the Slav states and 
tribes in one colossal empire ex- 
tending from the White sea to the 
Adriatinc, infinitely prefers to see 
Germany afrive at\ Vienna rather 
than Vienna resume its place as 
the economic and intellectual capi- 
tal of central Europe. 


»~ YJtaly’s Position. 


You have the thing baldly -stated, 
when you say that France opposes 
the Austro-German federation be- 
cayse she fears Germany. Italy fa- 
vors such a federation because she 
has no German apprehensions and 
has had centuries of experience 
with Vienna as a capital and with 
Austro-Hungary as a political unit. 
French and Italian policy thus 
clash instantly and this clash has 
done much to: accentuate France- 
Italian bitterness in recent months. 
But in both cases it is the instinct 
of self-preservation, rather than 
any selfish oor imperialistic pur- 
pose, which underlies the policies 
of both countries. 

Turning now the British, tlre sit- 
uation is different, again. The 
British do not fear Germany, tven 
if she presently resumes something 
of her old stature. The German 
threat on the blue water has been 
abolished. Germany has, by rea- 
son of the war which Germans pro- 
voked, been ss of hes col- 
onies, her merchant marine, above 
all her navy. For the future and 
for a Yery long future Germany 
is going to be a commercial depend- 
ent on Great Britain. She will have 
to depend on Great Britain in a 
whole variety of ways and she willl 
have neither the power nor the 
temptation to challenge the Brit- 
ish anew. The union of Austria 
with Germany, then, arouses no 
British apprehension. 

On the contra.y, underlying al) 
British policy now js the desire to 
see peace restored on the continent, 
business resumed, some system 
take the place of the chaos which 
now threatens the ,ywhole world. 
Like all other observers, British 
critics have recognized and empha- 
sized the idea that German Austria 
‘cannot permanently exist as a sepa- 
rate state. It will starve and it 
will collapse into misery and an- 
archy. It was the head of the old 
Austrian monarchy, but the head 
without the body cannot exist. 
Keynes and ‘all who follow him 
have long preached that Ausria 
should be permitted to join Ger- 
many. indeed that all the central 
European states should be permit- 
ter, nay encouraged to seek ‘their 
natural economic position, to be 
found only in tariff union with 
Germany. 


Oppositien Policies. 


British gnd French policies have 
Parted company in the case of Ger- 


, 


sisted upon ‘the integral, enforee- 
ment of the treaty of Versailles, 
while the British have with increas- 
ing emphasis demanded.a revision 
of th» treaty, a revision downward, 
whic) would benefit the. Germans 
by ucing their indemnities. But 
in the British mind it would simi- 
“larly benefit the French, by insur; 
ing their receipt of a reasonable 
indemnity and benefit the world in 
general by facilitating the restora- 
tion of sound economic conditions. 

British and French policies have 
parted company over Russia for 
very similar reasons. The French 
insist that no Russian government 
shall be recognized which does not 
agree to honor the vast Russian 
indebtedness to France. The Brit- 
_ish, unconcerned with this debt, are 
seeking to open Russia to world 
trade, alike because of the profit 
incidental te this course and because 
of what they regard as the gain for 
world order which would.follow the 
resumption of trade with the great 
Slav state. - 

Just as long as the United States 
remained a partner in the world 
firm, which directed affairs from 
the armistice of Rethbndes to the 
signing of the treaties of Paris, 
British policy prevailed, in all the 
major instances, because the Brit- 
ish ‘were supported by the Ameri- 
cans and the French were coerced 
by the threat, always implied in our 
Washington policy, that if France 
@id not accept Anglo-Saxon advice, 
France would be deprived of that

What the 
French demanded did not in any 
case go beyend an insistence that 
the treaty of Versailles should be 
applied and enforced. And this is 
exactly the situation which exists 
in the case of Austria. 

To get France to consent to the 
modification of the treaty of- Ver- 
sailles or to that of St: Germain, it 
was always necessary to offer her 
something which seemed equally 
good. It was not enough to argue 
that either treaty was unenforce- 
TO, the French believed and be- 

eve the opposite. It was not 
that insistence 
upon the application -of the ‘treaty 
would; ruin Germany, because the 
French believed that. a failure to 
apply it would ruin France. 

When Mr. Wilson was in Paris, 
he possessed,in the great power 
and reseurcés of the Uhited States 
an argument which he used on many 
occasions. The great dispute over 
the exact wording of his speech to 
the Rumanian, Serbian and Czecho- 
Slovak delegations on May 31, 1919, 
indieates_ his policy. If the French 
consented to abandon their claims 
to the left bank of the Rhine and 
to absolute possession of the Sahre 
basin, it was because Clemeyceau 
shrewdly calculated that American 
alliance’ was worth more to France 
than the alternative possibility. 
Most of the trouble which has oc- 
curred in Europe since Mn Wilson 
came home, grew out of the fact 
that the withdrawal af America has 
involved the withdrawal of those 
resources for reward, which were 
used with such great effect at Paris. 

Right Rests With France. 

Reverting to the question of Aus- 
tria, it is plain that power and 
legal right lie with ®rance to pre- 
vent the union with Germany. But 
it is equally plain that all French 
opposition can only delay and can- 
not permanently forbid such fed- 
eration, if Germany continues to 
attract the Austrians and retains 
her present geographical and politi- 
cal status. And itis equally plain 
that insistence by the French upon 
their rights now, will at once in- 
volve them in a new dispute with 
both their British and Italian allies 
of the world war. 

But those who are most eager to 
criticise French policy should rec- 
Ognize that the \transformation of

One of the worst mistakes. made 
by Americans at Paris, and one of 
tlt mistakes most frequently made 
since, was in accepting the advo- 
cacy by representatives of other 
nations of some abstract principle, 
which they accepted as sound as an 

idence of a‘high state of moral 
perception. Analyzed, such cham- 
pionship invariably disclosed a 
material consideration underlying 
the moral, And in the same way 
judgments of the evil nature of 
other nations which seemed to be 
shining against the light were 
usually to be identified as nothing 
more or less than a criticism of 
similar fidelity to national and his- 
torical conditions. 

Severance of Tribes. 

Italy wants the Austrian Germans 
joined to the Germans of the north 
because this means the permanent 
severance of the tribes which once 
composed the Hapsburg empire, 
which was. in itself, 2 menace to 
Italy. And compared. with her fear 
of a restored Austrian state, Italy 
does not giv ea fig for an increased 
Germany. France recalls the long 
periods in European history when 
Vienna and Paris marched together, 
sees in the states of central Europe 
a possible conterpoisse to Germany 
and fears that the increase in Ger- 
man numbers now will mean an in- 
crease in German menaces for her 
in the future. Great Britain wants 


because in business she ses not only 
profit for herself, but peace for 
everybody. And she believes the 
union of Austria with Germany will 
make for economic order in the 
world. 

Last of all is the Si PN of Ger- 
many. Naturally all Germans 
would welcome a great access of 
population, a step which Im one

power. Beyond this it would, after 
many long centuries of division, re- 
store something of unity to the 
/'German race. But at the moment 
Germans will welcome the manifes- 
tation of Austrian desire, both for 
itself and for Ahe quarrels which 
it promises to promote between the 
recent enemies of Germany.

Paris, October 23.—Viewing from 
afar the prop in prices throughout 
America,’the.French are inclined to 
regard it as a manifestation of the 
working out of laws against profi- 
teering, rather than a natural phe- 
nomenon. So the government is be- 
ginning a supreme effort to halt 
the steady advance of prices in: this 
country. 

Campaigns launched through the 
press are already having one effect. 
Public opinion is stirred up. But 
strangely enough, in spite of all the 
indignation and bitter feeling 
against retailers who have been 
gouging the public, prices, rather 
than receding, have had,a further 
upward tendency. 

Now the government proposes to 
step in. Following an all day 
meeting of the cabinet, it was an- 
nounced that certain measures had 
been agreed upon, which, if they 
will not actually reduce the cost of 
living, will at least slow up the in- 
crease. The first is the creation 
of “consumers’. soviets,” patented 
}after similar organizations tried 
‘out in England in 1919, and com- 
‘posed of consumers and producers, 
they will be given the right to “try” 
profiteers. A request that “any 
citizen” who-had studied the situa- 
tion would recommend measures to 
the government was also issued. 

The second measure agreed upon 
was the encouragement of the fish- 
ing industry~-tn the hope of in- 
creasing the consumption of this 
food, which js cheaper than meat. 

In addition to this the govern- 
ment will control the importation 
of refrigerated meats, set a maxi- 
mum price for them, and forbid for- 
eign firms_from hoarding meat in 
French warehouses. The importa- 
tion of food from TY ench colonies 
will be facilitated, and plans may 
be: worked out later to ease the 
coal situation.

Confidence and Good 
Credit Stariding of the

At the present moment the sub- 
ject of trade acceptances is re- 


ceiving very close attention at the 


hands of the trading community. 
Many progressive and up-to-date 
firms have already inaugurated 
their uge in the settlement of their 
merchandise accounts, and many 
business men who have not yet 
adopted them are discreetly feeling 
out their customers with the view 
of making them a part of the per- 
manent method of, their trading. In 
the east, in the west, in the central 
states and in the south this move- 
ment ia being closely investigated, 
and the opinion is almost universal 
that the use of trade acceptances 
will be a desirable improvement in 
the country’s commercial practice. 
Whilst the movement is a new 
one, as far as the. United States 
is concerned, we must consider it in. 
its proper perspective. To the un- 
thinking, it might be regarded as 
something entirely new and experi- 
mental, whereas, as a matter of 
fact, it is but the orderly. develop- 
ment of our commerce resulting 
from the establishment of the fed- 


eral reserve system. 

The commercial progress of a 
country is largely dependent upon 
the perfection of its banking sys- 
tem, and when the banking sys- 
tem of a country is imperfect the 
methods of commerce are corre- 
spondingly imperfect because com- 
merce and industry are ever com- 
pelled to conform and adapt them- 
selves to the facilities which the 
banking fraternity can place at 
their disposal. 

What Acceptance Is. 

Prior to the passing of the fed- 
eral reserve act the financial de- 
velopment of the United States had 
been greatly hampered by our op- 
erating under the old national bank 
act of .1864, which the country had 
long outgrown. Other countries 
had improved their financial sys- 
tem from time to time by wise 
legislation, and had made other 
systems responsive to the needs of 
commerce, and both banking and 
commercial men had derived the 
advantages incidental thereto, 
whereas the development of Amer- 
ican commerce had been restricted 
by an act which had never been 
modified to meet the newer condi- 
tions of modern commercial life. 

The framers .of the federal re- 
serve act had in mind, when they 
enacted tHis most wholesome piece 
of legislation, the introduction in- 
to the United Statés of certain well 
tried practices that had proved so 
successful in Europe, and desired 
above all things that this country 
should, on its part, enjoy the ad- 
vantages incidental to them. Three 
of these practices were, rediscount- 
ing privilegecs for the banks, the 
bankers acceptance and last the 
merchants bill of exchange. 

Prior to the passing of the act, 
American banks had been denied 
the excellent facility of making ac- 
ceptances, and when it was neces- 
gary, in the course of our import 
transactions to give an acceptance, 
the banks circumvented the dis- 
ability by having their London, 
Paris or Berlin bankers do the ac- 
cepting for them. No sooner was 
the act effective than American 
hanks started to do thelr own ac- 
cepting and by 80 doing established 
what is now know as dollar ex- 
change. In a few short years wé 
have permanently and successfully 
established the American bankers 
bill as a new and desirable inter- 
national medium of exchange for 
settling our import obligations. 

The next step in the evolution of 
our * comeretal practice, under the 
new act, is to establish in an 
equally satisfactory and Puccessful 
manner, the merchants bill of ex- 
change for the settlement of do- 
mestic merchandise acounts, and 
this merhants bill of exhange is to 
be known in Ameria as the trade 

tance. 
eee hist doubtless, most business 
men are familiar, both with the def- 
inition and form of this new ane 
maid of commerce,.for the benefit 
of those to whom the subject may 
possibly be new, it may be specific- 
ally defined as a “time bill of ex- 
change,” drawn by the seller on the 
puyer, in accordance with terms 
agreed upon between them, or with 
trade custom covering the invoice 
walue. either partially or wholly, of 
a parcel of so which the buyer 
accepts in the customary manner 
and makes it payable at his own 
bank. This returns it to the seller 
and closes the transaction, instead 
ef trading together upon B evags is 
wn as the open account. ; 
Knehe open account has always been 
an unsatisfactory arrangement, be- 
cause it has left the actual date of 
the payment of an account a mat- 
ter of uncertainty. It has always 
been fraught with danger, and has 
ever been the broad highway that 
has led to the bankruptcy court. 
We have all realized this, and most 
credit men have perspired over it, 
but few have had the courage here- 
tofore to denounce it, because there 
has been nothing to offer in its 
place. Now that we possess an ad- 


_mirable substitute for the open ac- 


count, in the shape of trade accep- 
tance, there is no reason why we 
should not, one and all, both buyer 
and seller, gct together.in good/fe!- 
lewsltip and endeavor to improve 
the general situation in inaugurat- 
in eir use.

the day they become due, and their 
use, therefore, will. eliminate that 
procrastination which is the bane of 


the seller’s existence. 

Under our present plan of trad- 
ing,. the payment of an account at 
due date is very largely a matter of 
the convenience of the business hab- 
its of the buyer, and the seller is 
always at his tender mercy. 8 
open account makes for lax methods 
every time. Then again, where a 
trade acceptance is given, it estab- 
lishes beyond all cavil the correct- 
ness of the account, and eliminates 
those unfair claims relatin to 
quantity, quality, time of delivery. 
etc., of the goods which .too often 
are more gsubterfuges to gain time. 
In giving them, the amount should 
be verified with the greatest care, 
and if given under misapprehension 
or later prove to be for an incorrent 
amount, buyer and seller should 
adjust differences by direct remit- 
tance between them. 

The great advantage that the 
trade acceptance will bring to the 
commercial community, will be the 
effect they will have upon mer- 
chants’s accounts receivable, Under 
the open account method all mer- 
chants’ accounts rec®ivable. Under 
resented by more ledger entries, 
which: slowly liquidate themselves 
at the pleasure and convenience of 
the debtors, They are never avail- 
able to the credit man as a means 
of raising funds, however pressing 
may be the seller’s need for money. 
If these frozen ledger accounts 
could be transformed into accep- 
tances, the merchant would possess 
something tangible that he could 
turn into money by the process of 
discounting, and thus be able to 
conduct his business in an orderly 
and profitable manner on his own 
capital, to hie manifest advantage 
and correspondingly to that of the 
community he serves. Their use 
would tend to keep the.merchant 
liquid and in funds, instead of his 
being perennially strapped for 
money. 

No’ argument. is needed to con- 
vince the ordinary trader how emi- 
nently desirable this arrangement 
would prove, and to the little man 
they would be a veritable boon. The 
little fellow, more than anyone else, 
sufférs from the disadvantages of 
the open account, and é@ould he 
transform his trading from open ac- 
count to the basis of acceptances, 
there would be little need for him to 
hock his receivables with these_so- 
called discount companies, and pay 
the rufmous charges they impose for 
their services. nh the case of the 
little man, it would mean all the 
difference between being ever on 
the ragged edge and being able to 
run his business on comfortable and 
less anxious lines. 

It ought to be clearly understood 
that trading on the basis of accep- 
tances, does not in any way abridge 
or limit the credit aspect of our 
transactions. The time limit re- 
mains as heretofore, subject to 
agreement between buyer and seller, 
red = the prevailing custom of the 
rade. 


Bigger Business Possible. 


The question has been repeated- 
ly asked what is the difference be- 
tween giving a note and giving an 
acceptance? In-point of law there 
is none, because’ both are a prom- 
ise to pay at a given date, but the 
trade acceptance is a clean piece 
of’ paper arising out of a current 
merchandise transaction, and is the 
evidence of a living, active obliga- 
tion. ¢The note, alas, is too fre- 
quently the evidence of a decrepit 
deal. When an.account becomes 
overdue, the seller is perforce com- 
pelled. to take a mote, and a note 
has always a little mite of suspi- 
cion attached to it of an extended 
obligation. He~’who gives a trade 
acceptance, marks himself as a man 
who feels himself as being able to 
meet his account when que, and is 
willing to sign up to it, and it is a 
mark of confidence and good credit. 
On the other hand, he who gives a 
note in merchandise deals is looked 
upon as being a weak brother who 
is running behind in his affairs. 

The adoption of the acceptance 
method will mean a general im- 
provement in business methods. It 
will mean more careful trading, 
beth in buying and selling. With 
acceptances to meet, there will be 
a more circumspect extension of 
credit, and there will be greater as- 
Siduity in collections, and closer 
credit and prompter collections 
means less bad debts and greater 
profits, and merchants and traders 
will acquire a more liquid condi- 
tion. With paid trade acceptances 
behind our dealers, in place of un- 
paid open accounts in front of them, 
the commercial community will be 
in the unique position of actually 
owning the merchandise in its pos- 
session, in place of having merely 
an equity in it. 

To those who propose to inaugu- 
rate their use in their own affairs, 
some slight modification of terms 
will have to be conceded as the 
opening wedge for their introduc- 
tion. It must be understood that 
acceptances are only applicable to 
those transactions where the buy- 
ers gequire the time or credit as- 
pect. They cannot obviously be 
used in those cases where buyers 
pay promptly, say, at ten days, and 
take their discounts. They can 
only be used where the discount will 
not be taken. 

To introduce them, a slight shad- 
ing in price or a trifling discount 
off will possibly have to be granted, 
or a little longer time allowed, and 
in order that uniformity of practice 
be established, it is the duty of the 
local association of credit men tc 
fix the limit of these concessions 
for their respective trades. In due 
course, however, these artificial aids 
will be dispensed with as the ac- 
ceptances in America will become as 
it is in Europe and her dependen- 
cies, the recognized method of hon-

‘CROCKERY STABLE 


Trade Conditions in These 
Lines Are Upon Basis 
That Cannot Be Altered 
for at Least a Year. 


Just at this time, when dealers in | 


all Hines are more or less in the air 
as to just what may be expected 
next in the line of market fluctua- 


tions, it is with a sense of relief. 


that one encounters a _ definite, 
clear-cut statement of actual condi- 
tions in .their application to any 
certain line of trade. 

' The glassware and crockery 
business may be governed by condi- 
tions that do not obtain in other 
lines, but nevertheless it is reas- 
suring to learn that in this branch 
of trade at least there is a straight 
road ahead and that the uncertain- 
ties have been reduced to a miini- 
mum. 

It would be @ifficult to imagine a 
more complete and succinct statee 
ment of the situation in the glass- 
ware and crockery’world than that 
set forth in a letter sent out the 
past week.to the traveling repre- 
sentatives of ther Dobbs & Wey 
company by William lL. Percy, 
president of that. firm. 

Mr. Percy says: 


“On my return tnis week from a 
visit to the manuracturers [ find 
the general idea locally is that a 
decline in all commodities will take 
place. , 

“In order to correct this impres- 
sign, so far as our lines are con- 
cerned, it y be well to give you 
an analysis of the situation ag 1 
found it after a careful survey 
among the manufacturing districts 
visited. 

‘ “At least for a year it will be 
utterly impossible for méa€nufac- 
turers of crockery and glass to selj 
at prices lower than these now in 
force, and the reason for this state- 
ment are substantially as follows: 

“The manufacturers of our lines 
are under contract with labor which 
will not expire. for another year; in 
addition thereto, where natural gas 
was used by the manufacturers ata 
low cost, they will be compelled 
this year to buy coal at a high cost; 
in addition to this they find thar 
every ounce of raw material will 
be practically the same in price and 
with this is the added freight rates 
and cost of packing supplies. 

“It is therefore seen that the fac- 
tors that have largely figured in 
the increases are wages, freight and 
fuel, and until these eiements can 
be reduced there is no chance for a 
reduction in our lines. 

“As a matter of fact I find that 
all the manufacturers, especially in 
glass and crockery, have sufficient 
orders on their books to run them 
another year, and as the market is 
still short of the necessities of our 
line we cannot but feel that at 
least for another year there can 
be no preceptible change in prices. 

“You therefore can inform your 
trade of the conditions as we find 
them, for close observation of the 
basic conditions surrounding the 
industries in which we deal leaves 
no room for doubt that the present 
prices are sound and legitimate and 
must remain until a decline in la- 
bor, fuel and freights are experi- 
enced. 

“We do fear, however, that there 
is going to continue to be a short- 
age of supplies in our lines, as the 
domestic output is not sufficient to 
meet the demand, and we little 
hope of any foreign goods to any 
great extent for the next. year or 
two, as the foreign menufacturers 
have even worse conditions and 
greater problems than we are ex- 
periencing in this country.”/

BETTER INTERIORS 
FEATURE NEW CARS 


Increase in Closed ~Car 
Production Stimulates 
Interest in Artistic In- 
terior Decoration. _

One of the interesting features 
coincident with the development of 
the motor car industry, is the as- 
tonishing increase in the proportion 
of closed cars being manufactured 
to the proportion of open cars. 

Many manufacturers’ production 
schedules for 1920 called for 60. per 
cent closed car production and in 
1921 three manufacturers have al- 
réady announced a 75 per cent clos- 
ed car production’ schedule. , The 
1920 production of closed cars was 
greatly handicapped by the searcity 
of plate glass. This condition has 


been overcome by importations 
from Europe and increased domes- 
tic facilities. 

At first glance it would appear 
that the closed car development is 
the result of the desire for luxury, 
for which Americans are world-fa- 
mous. However, due to the devel- 
opment of good roads in this coun- 
try, the automobile has become a 
year ’round necessity. The fact 
that the automobile is now a neces- 
sity and not a luxury, is well es- 
tablished and the step from the 
open car to the closed was a logical 
one. 

Everybody has noticed the fact 
that the demountable tops on open 
cars are very seldom down; in fact, 
the top might just as well be of a 
permanent nature, for all the use 
‘that is made of the demountable 
feature, with the added comfort and 
convenience to be secured from 2 
permanent top, and combining all 
of the advantages of the demount- 
able top, due to the fact that with 
the windows down the closed car is 
just as cool in the summer as the 
open car. ° 

With the advent of the closed car 
the manufacturers of coach furnish- 
ings immediately recognized an op, 
portunity for a real display of their 
art. One of the oldest and yet, in a 
sense, the newest artistic craft, is 
interior vehicle trimming. From the 
time of the sedan chairs of ancient 
nobility down to the present com- 
modious limousine, the art of the in- 
terior coach decorator has been ac- 
corded the highest respect. Today 
the craftsmen of the old school— 
repos 5 that they did not have the 

ide selection to choose from—mar- 
vel at the works of art, in color, 
harmony and refinement of taste as 
exemplified in the products of bet- 
ter grade manufacturers of automo- 
bile interiors. 


Expression of Individuality. 


In the embellishment of the au- 
tomobile closéd body the opportu- 
nity is presented to* exhibit a high- 
er grade of skill than in any simi- 
lar type of work, and the finished 
product, if it is a finished product, 
is one which immediately impresses 
the observer with its thorough 
good taste and full artistic charm. 

At times, interiors have been 
treated as an article of furniture to 
be upholstered as a boudoir, with 
satins and hand laces and, all too 
often, as a signboard, whereon to 
write in blazing colors and patterns 
the ostentatious taste of its owner. 
Quite as often, too, no notice at all 
has been taken of the interior, with 
its pessibilities for individual] ex- 
pression of good taste and refine- 
ment. It is astounding to note the 
haphazard manner in which fabrics 
are sometimes selected simply be- 
cause “they look right” or “feel

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which is in the highest degree cor- 
rect. i 

It is now possible to secure a 
motor car interior in almost. endless 
Variety of colors.. For every up- 
holstery fabric manufactured by 
leading concerns in this specialized 
industry, eh gy tarry curtain silk, 
trimming lace, curtain cord and all 
other similar accessories which are 
made for that special cloth alone, 
making it possible for the owners 
of closed cars to secure an interior 
of character and one which, if care- 
fully chosen, will reflect the owner's 
own individuality. 

A much deeper interest in being 
manifested each season in this mat- 
ter by the buying public, discrimi- 
hating purchasers being constantly 
on the increase and manufacturers 
showing more than a willing dispo- 
sition to co-operate in every way. 


‘Save Prices—Sound Policy. 


Realizing that the success of any 
manufactured product, sold through 
retail outlets, depends upon the 
price charged for it by the dealer, 
the Coca-Cola company recently ad- 
dressed a letter to a number of its 
agents which might be read to ad- 
vantage by merchants who handle 
almost any line. 

“To charge all that the traffic 
will bear is bad business at any 
time,” the letter says, “and right 
now it is the worst of bad business 
for the Coca-Cola dealer, whose 
maintainence of a standard price 
for many years has not only estab- 
lished Coca-Cola’s prestige to mil- 
lions of consumers, but together 
with its maintainea quality and 
maintained ‘advertising has built 
up the demand (for the product. 

“Solid merchandising alone can 

weather the storm. The policy that 
overlooks the insured dollar of to- 
morrow to pick up the lone dime of 
today paves. the dy from pros- 
perity to demoralization. 
- “The merchant who is merely 
‘gétting while the getting is good’ 
is at the same time dispensing bad 
will that will react upon him in the 
day of reckoning. Sane prices are 
the only sound policy and safe- 
guard of success. 

“Fair prices today are your op- 
tion on the good will of the public 
that will forsake the profiteer to- 
morrow, when you will be doing 
business at the old stand.”

Among those received the past 
week was one from an official of 
the Southern Wholesale Dry Goods 
association stating that the stand 
taken had been both consistent and 
forceful as well as very helpful to 
all business interests in wholesale 
and retail lines. 

Enclosed in his communication 
was the copy of a letter recently 
sent to the trade by John V. Far- 
well, president of the John VY. Far- 
well company, of Chicago, one of 
the largest wholesale dry goods 
houses in the country, which is 

given in full below: 

“During times like these some 
merchants (though we are glad to 
say only a small percentage of-our 
customers) are inclined to think 
they can return goods or claim 
credits on goods sent as ordered, 

‘In justice to the large percent-. 
age who do not return, and in or- 
der to safeguard a principle of 
living up to contracts, we have 
taken the positive stand that we 
will not receive or credit goods d&- 
livered by us as sold or ordered, 
nor will be allow rebates from 
prices agreed to at the time of sale 
and still in effect at time of ship- 
ment. 

“In line with these views we are 
Pleased to quote the following 
paragraph from the proceedings of 
a meeting of the Michigan Retail 
Merchants’ association held last

Fol- 
lowing this, the box and packing 
studies were made for the war de- 
partmentand were expanded to in- 
clude studies of packages at ports 
and the design and tests .of boxes 
for numerous items of army equip- 
ment.

Shipping Space May Be Reduced. 
Other studies and tests showed 
that by careful study of packing 


and nesting and some changes in 
the design of boxes, the shipping 
space occupied by army rifles could 
be reduced by from 25 to 40 per 
cent, with similar savings in cost 
of the boxes. Space occupied by 
Browning machine guns and 
equipment was reduced 17 percent. 


Studies of the packing of harness 
for artillery horses demonstrated } 
a saving of 25 per cent in cargo | 
space. 

The studies of the packing of a 
large number of items of war ma- 
terial resulted in gavings from 10 
to 45 per cent in eargo space with 
a corresponding saving in, cost of 
boxes, enough to defray the ex- 
pense of all the work of this char- 
acter done during the war périod, 
and this was.by no means through 
a sacrifice in the» security of she 
packages. On the contrary, it was 
accompanied by a very decided In- 
crease in security. 

A manufacturer of high tension 
insulators was: suffering large 
losses through breakage in export 
shipment.- The matter was studied 
by means of tests in the drum 
which will be shown in the films. A 
design of crate was developed 
which the tests demanstrated could 
be expected to preserve’ the insula- 
tors from breakage under severest 
shipping conditions. At the same 
time a considerable saving in lum- 
ber, 15 to 20 per cent, and a saving 
in shipping space over the original 
crate was accomplished. 

A manufacturer of cream separa- 
tors was having a particular type 
of failure in -.the export shipment 
of his product. Tests brought out 
the cause of this failure and a case 
was designed to remedy it. This 
case would cost fully as much as 
the original,and maybe more, but 
it is worth money to you to know 
that your goods will reach the for- 
onda consumer in undamaged condi- 
tion. 2 

You noteiin connection with this 
last problem that the cause of fail- 
ure was found through tests. 
Therein is a very important point. 
You may pack your goods and 
ship them 50, 500'or 5,000 miles. 
They arrive in a damaged -condi- 
tion, but you can’t tel] the exact 
eauses of the failures' of the pack- 
age: nor determine the best method 
of overcoming them. On the other 
hand, in such tests as we have 
made, the package is watched, the 
development of the failure traced 
and improvements made to pre 
vent such failure. Besides being 
more certain this is a far cheaper 
method than making experimental 
shipments. 

Special Instruction. 

We gave, during the war, in- 
struction to a large number of offi- 
cers, enlisted men and civilians to 
serve as designers and as inspec- 
tors of boxes and of packing of 
war material and supplies. Since 
the War we have given instruc-. 
tion in the fundamental principles 
of box and crate construction to 
representatives of commercial con- 
This course has proved so 
satisfactory that as long as there 
is sufficient demand by shippers 
and others interested in good con-

This course consists: of one 
week’s instruction in boxing and 
crating under a staff of enthusigs- 
tic and competent. specialists. “To

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PROBLEMS OF THE 
CREDIT MAN MANY 


The Responsibilities Are 
Heavy, Remuneration Is 
Generally Inadequate 
and Duties Varied, Says 
Expert.

comer Co. Knoxville, Tenn. 

Has every credit granter thought 
as to how important his position is 
to his firm? In years gone by credit 
Sranters were not even thought of, 
but later they began to spring up- 
ward and have been springing up- 
ward ever since. 

Any credit granter assumes more 
responsibilities than the average ad- 
vertising man or sales agent for the 
reason that in most cases the credit 
Sranter assumes responsibflities of 
more than one certain thing, 

He assumes the responsibilities of 
t..e charge authorization, bookkeep- 
ing department and cashiers who 
receive money for accounts recely- 
able, cashiers who receive money 
for cash sales, also finances, and 
in many cases assumes the respon- 
sibilities of arranging the salaries 
paid to the employees. 

The sales agent always looks to 
the credit granter to help him when 
he wants to 
his old stock of merchandise, which 
probably has ‘been in his department 
for some time. 

We as credit granters and bust- 
ness builders must be on the same 
order as the school teacher. We 
must all help to educate the buy- 
ing public as to our terms and 
methods of doing business and also 
teach them the importance of meet- 
ing their obligations at maturity 
and thereby safeguarding their 
credit. 

We must be considerate and al- 
ways be willing to meet our appli- 
cants half way on any subject, which 
would always enable us to leave a 
go00d impression upon them. We 
should always be very careful as 
to making changes in our systems, 
as sometimes we put into effect a 
new ruling which works a hard- 
shi on our customers. We should 
always be willing to co-operate with 
our delinquent customers in such 
a way they would appreciate and 
feel that we are offering § assist- 
ance. By so doing we can at times 
collect our past due accounts and 
keep the good will of a profitable 
customer for the house. 

Co-operating With Sales Force. 

On the other hand, we could be 
impotent and lose our head, thereby 
losing the account and also the cus- 


, tomer. 


Another very important fact for 
the credit granter to consider as a 
business builder is co-operating 
with the sales people. We should 
do this in order that they may Know 
just when to encourage a charge 
sale and when to not. If we, as 
credit granters, do not co-operate 
with the -salespeople, we will be 
4 for siaita with the following trou- 

es: 

Salespeople advising charge cus- 
tomers that it is not necessary to 
go to the credit department and 
open a charge account. Then when 
a charge is presented to the credit 
department and refused for the rea- 
son that the party has no account, 
the customer cannot understand why 
he, or sne, received this informa- 
tion from the salesperson and you 
will probably not have the oppor- 
tunity to get that customer to come 
to the credit department, and you 
have probably lost a profitable cus- 
tomer. Salespeople making terms 
on the floor, salespeople giving ad- 
vice when they should not 
lowed to do so. You are aware of 
the fact that as a general rule this 
is not very substantial information. 

We should be lenient with certain 
classes of accounts and should 
study the different classes of peo- 
ple very carefully. There are so 
many accounts that are almost of 
the same nature, and yet they are 
different. For example, you might 
have four past due accounts and 
probably have a form letter which 
without consideration this. letter 
would be sent to these four cus- 
tomers and after consideration you 
would find that the four accounts 
were different in several cases and 
probably the form letter would an- 
swer for only one of the four ac- 
counts. 

Handling Past Due Accounts. 


We should always mean just what 
we say when we are writing regard- 


ing any past due account. The credit. 


granter, from my point of ew, 
should have more executive p 
ity than that which as a ge 
rule is empowered upon him in 
der to be a business builder for h 
institution, and, by having more 
authority, he is then considered a 
very worthy executive, but not more 
than is justly due him, 

We, as credit granters, are some- 
times empowered with the necesBary 
authority and are not broad-minded 
enough to grasp the opportunity. 
Opportunity does not come to you 
with your name and address printed 
in big golden letters. Opportunity 
belongs to the human being that 
has the presence of mind to im- 
prove it. 

Watch for the newcomers in your 
city. Write them a letter as soon 
as you can after they have located 
and tell them about the conveni- 
ences of your store, call their at- 
tention to the vast assortment of 
merchandise, and ask them to make 
a visit through your stegre with no 
obligations to make purcaases. 
Watch your step and take advan- 
tage of every opportunity, and you, 
as credit granter, will have plenty 
of chances to make good. 

By all means, try to see that your 
firm backs up its advertising as the 
credit granter generally gets the 
blame for anything that goes wrong, 
due to the fact that everyone thinks 
that because we are the first ones 
to call on before starting a charge 
we are the ones to

Giggling School Girls 
Make Good Customers 
If You Don’t Get Nervous 


“If there’s one thee I hate more 
than another,” snappishly remark- 
ed a nervous saleswoman, not long 
since, “it’s a bunch of giggling 
school girls asking to see every- 
thing and turning everything on 
the counter upside down and 
scarcely buying a dollar’s worth. 
I wish it would rain every Satur- 
day morning—hard!” 

Now, this noint of view may have 
been natural. It probably was 
natural. But it was very foolish 
and mistaken. Let us see why. 

School girls, especially when 
“shopping” in groups, do give sales- 
people a lot of trouble. Frequent- 
ly they “shop” much more than 
they buy. 

But, after all, salespeople are on 
the job as much to show as to sell 
goods, and there is no work, ng 
profession but has its disadvan- 
tages, its trying aspects, its draw- 
backs. The wise worker, of what- 
ever order, takes these as all fh 
the re work and tries to draw 
every ossible advantage from 
them. The nervous annoyance of 
a tiresome or troublesome cus- 
tomer constitutes the worst part of 
the whole business. And the ner- 
vous annoyance is just what the 
Salesperson allows it to be. 

“Never touched me!” is the re- 
current exclamation of a wise and 
famous New York physician, when 
troublous circumstances artse,. as 
they will arise in any and@ every 
business. He means, “This thing 
can only worry me if I allow tt to 

so, and I will not allow it to 
worry me at all.” 

Nobody is so ready to buy pretty 
new fancies and trinkets, dainty 
personal belongings, the latest 
wrinkle in belts, collars, “finish- 
ings’ and accessories in general as 
these same “giggling schoolgir1s,” 
and when two or three are together 
their shopping desires are vastly 
augmented and encouraged. And 
nobody is so loyal to an assoctate, 
an acqutaintance, a relationship of 
whatever order as the schoolgir}, 
at that. 

The wise salesperson, in what- 
ever department, will make friends 
with the “giggling schoolgirls.” 
They buy readily now, and they’ll 
buy more sensibly later. And the 
Salesperson wise enough to deal 
patiently, sympathetically with the 
schoolgirl now is pretty sure of a 
satisfactory customer later. Many 
a salesbook shows gratifying rec- 
ords for this very reason. The 
“giggling schoolgirl” of today is 
the business woman, the wife, the 
mother to come.—Women’s Wear. 


“Crowding the Mourners.” 


The labor unions of Chicago have 
purchased a cemetery where only 
members’ of the union may be 
buried, if recent news reports are 
correct. Out in San Jose, Cal., a 
proposal has been submitted from 
local union 262 that the constitu- 
tion of the United Brotherhood of 
Carpenters and Joiners of America 
be amended as follows:

Conditions which hold _ possibili- 


| ties of a panic within th@ next six: 


weeks are being gambled with by 
the producing, distributing and 
financing interests of th country, in 
the opinion of competent business 
men and observers in New York, 
and in other industrial centers of 
the east, based on comparisons of 
the present situation, with that of 
a year ago, according to an article 
in The Dairy News Record. In other 
words .many thousands of pro- 
ducers and distributors engaged in 
the desperate gamble commonly 
known in today’s newspaper par- 
lance as “holding movements,” and 
are being aided by many of the 
banks. 

The economic forces being tam- 
pered with by the sponsors of these 
“holding movements” are irresist- 
able, as viewed by the observers in 
question, and it is feared that even 
the federal reserve system, with 
its vast resources, will be unwill- 
ing much longer to carry an in- 
creasing load of rediscounts so bad- 
ly needed to support the stubborn 
“holders” and owners of goods.— 
Women’s Wear. 


Moratorium Paniec’s End? 

“The Cuban moratorium was de- 
creed to meet a crisis which is the 
direct result of the décline in sugar 
and Oe collapse of the speculation 
that Mas been engendered by the 
high prices previously ruling. Ex- 
cept for its psychological effect it 
need not be feared in thig country 
for Cuba owes but little money here 
and in so far as our people are con- 
cerned its chief result will be 
cheaper sugar for. America. 

“As a generalization it may be 
said that a moratorium marks the 
end rather than the beginning of a 
panic, for it makes people stop and 
think and when they do that a 
panic fs at an end. Therefore there 
is also some satisfaction to be found 
in the informal. moratorium which 
the, farmers of the United States 
Seem to have resolved upon ,in re- 
fusing to sell their cotton, corn 
and wheat at present prices. As a 
consequence many of them \will 
have to defer payment of tYreir 
debts, Dut some procrastination in 
meeting their obligations is cer- 
tainly to be preferred to the almost 
universal bankruptcy that would 
follow if every one tried to sell 
when the sentiment in regard to 
commodity prices is as universally 
bearish as it is at present.’’—Theo- 
dore H. Price, in The Daily News 
Record.

CAUSE OF SLUMP

Expectation of Rebuying 


at Lower Prices, After. 


Unfairly Canceling Or-' 


ders, Helped Bring Busi- 
ness Depression.

History shows that many nations 
passed out of existence because of 
the lack of honor and good faith 
in their commercial intercourse 
with other people. This blunder 
must be avoided by the United 
States. Its business conscience 
must be the controlling quality of 
its merchants and in all transac- 
tions good faith and honor must be 
preserved. Returning merchandise 
received in agreement with orders 
without the consent of the shipper 
provokes disorders in business, 
causes unnecessary waste and is one 
of the abuses thataffect the busi- 
ness conscience and. violates the 
principles:-of good faith. 

Credit departments and credit 
grantors are urged to refend these 
principles in their relations with 
others and to make them the su- 
preme guide in the nation’s com- 
merce and in the working out of 
its economic problems, 

One of,the foremost questions in 
the éoiahbercia’ field during recent 
days was the enormous sum of or- 
ders cancelled after, they had been 
placed in good faith and were ac- 
cepted ag legitimate businéss. Can- 
cellations have been a contributing 
cause to business paralysis.’ They 
have brought about hesitation and 
led to the shutting down of some 
industrial plants. The cancellation 
evil is not incident to this nation 
alone, but reflects a certain human 
élement that will be brotight into 
play under conditions of fear and 
alarm and will destroy business 
composure except where strong 
business conscience and a common 
sense appreciation of conditionsare 
in control. 

Speculative Buying. 

, The cause leading to the t#@- 
mendous sum of cancellations in 
recent months are traceable to the 
period when extravagant and 
speculative buying were causing 
many merchants to lose their goou 
sense and judgment, Commodities 
were produced and bougiat on a 
rising market with the expectation 
that their resale would produce big 
protits without any thought of 
when the conditions would change 
and alter the entire complexion of 
aftairs. 

When prices reached: their peak 
and stocks had been accumulated 
beyond the average need, cut price 
saies in Jarge retail stores intro- 
duced a strong element of fear into 
the situation and there was a 
scramble to wnload stocks on hand 
and cancel orders with the expec- 
tation of rebuying at lower prices. 

Salesmen, no doubt, urged mer- 
chants to buy beyond -their needs 
in the belief that the commodities 
would be difficult to get, that prices 
would continue to rise and they 
should provide against these con- 
tingencies. This unwise period, the 
reaction of which had been antici- 
pated by the association, resulted 
in cancellations of a serious type 
and which interrupted the natural 
flow of business. 

Unjust Return of Goods, 

The unjust return of merchandise 
have been @arefully considered by 
our committee. The reasons for this 
practice are allied closely with the 
causes of cancellations. On an ap- 
proximate esimate the return of 
merchandise costs the nation an- 
nually at least $100,000,000. This is 
a loss, but in the final word, as the 
overhead budget of all well con- 
ducted enterprises, provides a cer- 
tain sum annually for the cost of 
returned merchandise and provides 
for it in the selling prices of com- 
modities, the consumer pays the 
cost in the end. 

Abusing terms of sale and espe- 
cially cash discount terms are de- 
plored, as well as the tendency to 
demand the cash discount after the 
period for which it was allowed 
and which together makes quite a 
large cost in the distribution, of 
commodities. 


Smile—The World 
Buys; Frown—You 
Keep Your Goods 


Some salespeople have two per- 
sonalities, one for their associates, 
the other for their customers, but 
it rarely happens that the posses- 
sor of these two personalities 
makes. a great success in the sale 
of merchandise.

Remember, it’s a known fact, ac- 
knowiledged never failing by all 
experienced salespeople, that first 
impressions are, as a rule, lasting 
ones and very hard to alter when 
once formed, The customer forms 
an opinion at first glance, even 
many times before the salespeople 
can make a remark. Therefore, a 
pleasing appearance and a smile 
are your asset. The manner in 
which a fovorable first impression 
is creaied hras much.to do with the 
closing of the,sale, for, try as you 
will, a poor first impression can- 
not be overcome.

There were not hypothetical 
stocks of liquor in which the curb 
market brokers dealt, except in iso- 
lated cases where wildcat brokers 
stooped to such low ethics as to ac- 
cept the money without delivering 
the booze, according to investiga- 
tors who have been down the curb, 
Indeed, it is said that restauranteurs, 
saloonkeepers and speak-easies 
generally could depend upon de- 
liveries being made if they closed 
their deals and paid in their money 
at the hootch curb. 

Incidentally, it has been revealed 
that some of that “bonded stuff” 
now oozing about New York at the 
low price of $6 a quart, isn’t bond- 
ed stuff at all, as some purchasers. 
had been led to suspect long be- 
fore this. No, it was bonded only 
by an imitation revenue stamp, a4 
supply of which seems to have 
come into circulation along the 
curb.

Eggs for Parcel Post 


During fhe spring months hun- 
dreds of dozens of hatching eggs 


are shipped over long distances suc- 
cessfully, but in mafy cases the 
shipment appears to affect the 
hatch. This is usually due to thé 
manner in which the eggs are 
packed. Setting eggs can be packed 
for shipment in several different 
ways. Une of the best methods is 
to use a common market basket 
well lined on the bottom and side» 
with excelsior.. Wrap the eggs in 
a thin layer of 
enough excelsior to make a bali of 
about 3 inches diameter. Pack 
these balls tightly in the basket, 
put on a cover of excelsior and over 
all sew a. piece of strong cotton 
cloth or push the cloth up under 
the outside rim of the basket with 
a case knife. The latter method 
of fastening the cloth is much 
quicker than the former, and just as 
effective. — 

Eggs are also shippéd safely al- 
most any distance when they are 
packed in a stiff paseboard carton 
or box made for this purpose, the 
space around the egg being filled 
with either chaff or bran, according 
tp ege specialists in the United 
States department of agriculture. 
This package is then placed in a 
basket, the bottom and sides of 
which are lined with excelsior, and 
the spaces at etiher end of the box 
are packed with the same material. 
On top of this package is placed 
more excelsior and all is covered 
with cloth, as previously ‘described. 

Extra stiff cardboard cartons, 
made to hold from one to several 
settings, may be used to ship eggs. 
These boxes are fitted with a han- 
dle for carrying, similar to that on 
a market basket. Bushel baskets 
are commonly used to ship orders 
of from 10 to 12 settings of ergs, 
the manner of packing and covering

But forewarned is forearmed. Keep your eye on 
that 3.

Hull, head of the bureau of 
investigation for domestic relations cases in New York, 
has completed a statistical review covering a vast num- 
ber of marriages.

A great many people fg 
marry out of curiosity. Curiosity is answered on the ™ 


wedding serene, and unless other sentiments accém- ie 


pany curiosity the honeymoon—the honest-to-goodness ‘ 
honeymoon—is likely to be short. Then, in case’of real 
failure of attachment, there is nothing left but a sense 
of appearances. Appearances hold people together for a 
couple of years. Then begins the dreadful third year. 
Assuming that people have had something better than 
curiosity to start with, the experts point out that romance 
has about two years of life in it at best. The theory, or - 
hope, or expectation that romance can last “ever after” 


selfish persons find it a burden. Marriage is not a visible 
or tangible thing. It is an opportunity. A great many 
people are not looking for opportunities. They are look- 
ing for “graft.” They want something for nothing. They 


their failure. Sometimes they rise out of their failure.

That there are other pitfalls is indicated by a thou- 
sand Avitnesscs, but- specialists in the study like figures.

What happens in the so-called best society is 
precisely the same thing that happens with the factory 
girl—the quest of the rich suitor. With money as a fore- 
most theught in mating what chance has romance in the 
after years. 

Probably it is true that tha money question is close to 
all the other questions that seem to affect periods of 
danger, whether it becomes acute in the third year or in 
any other year.

HAD always been deeply interested in 
strange cuits. Thus it was natural that

Editor Constitution: 

The press—so distinctly the mark 
of western ‘civilization, and repre- 
senting so much conceatrated power 
—will cc a do a great deal to 
justify its continued existence and to 
rectify its past wrongs against hu- 
manity. Panaceas for the world’s ills 
are daily being discovered only to 
disappear without leaving the world 
any better, but it cannot be disputed 
that a sincere ffank and impartial 
distribution of information through 
the press would do much toward 
securing ‘“‘peace.” Here one finds 
daily in -the “Zeitung” stories and 
misstatements purposely related to 
play upon the prejudice of those who 


cannot find out better for themselves. 
Frenchmen are portrayed as excitable 


fanatics who strike helpless ‘German 
citizens in the face with the sabers 
just as during the war we were 
taught to consider Germans cold- 
blooded brutes who for no purpose 
cut off the right —— of Belgian 
babies. 

Further apart from the incidents 
that Lord Northcliffe and Mr. George 
Creel know never occufred comes 
that class of cases in which the indi- 
vidual was particularly susceptible to 
animosity and imagination. On the 
last voyage to Norway taking Russian 
prisoners home, the Captain of the 
Bagdad assembled the German offi- 
cers to hear him red@d an account of 
his treatment as prisoner of war in 
the hands of the French. I was in- 
vited to be present and could under- 
stand enough of the German to know 
that nothing more “horrible”. could 
be conceived. The captain of a com- 
mercial liner who had never before 
spent a day in jail would find the 
most humane prisoner-treatment hor- 
rible. No wonder he is able to occa- 
sionally say, “and then followed such 
brutalities as I am unwilling for my 
own people to bear.” Such ‘blank 
checks in the press lead the German 
citizen to call the Frenchmen 
“hounds”, just as they are in‘turn 
called “Huns.” 

Is impartiality possible? If a jour- 
nalist could really succeed in attain- 
ingitand setting upasystem of press 
that followed it he would do much to- 
ward restoring to its feet its own 
guardian and parent civilization of 
the west, to which it has itself re- 
cently dealt a blow that was more 
than staggering. Propaganda rests 
primarily on ignorance, prejudice and 
untruth. It has not been content with 


distortion, but on both sides the peo- 
ple have believed lies. Herein lies 
a furthr demand for a belief in a 
future life in which responsibility is 


duly placed and the road to pres 
things made clear.

TO HELP EUROPE.

Editor Constitution: 

“Ig it over?” 

Since the ‘rise of the Polish ques- 
tion to importance this question no 
doubt has some meaning to an Ameri- 
can. To a European it has nevet 
cease@ to have meaning, and espe- 
cially to a German who daily hopes 
that some escape from the economic 
strangulation of the entente powers 
may offer itself. German leaders 
realize their country ‘is helpless, but 
German people smile at every Rus- 
sian victory in Poland, for they think 
that possibly there lies in it some 
hope for vengeance on the treaty of 
Versailles, which the soviet govern- 
ment has denounced. But as far as 
combat of arms is concerned it is 
over. Both sides must have arms to 
fight, and so in such prophecies as 
“Die drei kommende Kriege”’ German 
writers must look forward to a 
breach between the allies for the next 
war. In the particular prophecy re- 
ferred to, America and England first 
find it necessary to crush Japan. 

But “it” includes more than combat 
and in its full sense can certainly not 
be said to be over.

that they begin to be unable to get 
on together, and only then does na- 
tionality or difference in speech, or 
even “self-determination” begin to 
assert itself. The question of “Is it 
over?” becomes one of whither 
privation and hunger axists. 

The feeding of Europe WAS based 
on avery delieate organization, 
which enabled its over-crowded pop- 
ulation to-work each man his full 
*.eight hours a day at the manufacture 


sof something which he could send out 


for food that was being imported. 
This depended on two things—a 
steady supply of raw materials and 
credit i. e. time, confidence or a 


period during which these could be. 


Credit’ is gone. Indus- 
tries are closed. Une lyment fol- 
lows. There is HUNGER and priva, 
tiof.of other kinds. I eat daily two 
or three times as much as a German 
can afford, and am still hungry. Ger- 
many is much better off than Russia 
and the rest of central Europe. Food 
is so divided that under-nourishment 
rather than starvation prevails, i. e., 
the starvation is lengthened. To ad- 
vocate an immediate American loan 
to central Europe is foolish, as it 
would méan that France and Italy, 
where conditions are not much - (if 
any) better than in Germany would 
pay for the war, i. e., by suffering the 
greater share of hunger and priva- 
tion, a large: part of which is unavoid- 
able., * 


Still if Europe and European civili- 
zation means anything to the’ Ameri- 
can people in order to save it for the 
world, they must be prepared in the 
near future to help Europe in two 
ways. First, we must adopt an open 
and liberal policy towafd Ewropean 
immigration. This does not mean we 
are to fill our land with undesi®ble 
aliens. There are in Europe today 
millions of desirable aliens. with 
skilled labor and brains to offer, who

are anxious to undertake only a own country. 


friend’s share in developing Ameri- 


ca’s resources for the use of man- 
kind. Secondly, Anfericans must be 
prepared to invest in Europe, and, 
where proper use of the funds can be 
assured, to make loans to Europe, 
i. e., if European civilization is to be 
saved to the world we and others of 
its adherents, for example, Aus- 
tralia, must trust it enough to help 
it to its feet again with the admonish- 
ment, of course, that it must be more 
careful in the fyture. Such help 
must be rendered indiscriminately to 
nations of our civilization without re- 
gard to their friendship or enmity in 
the recent struggle. ‘The only ground 
on Which we could discriminate with 
fairness would be that this nation 
stands more nearly on our ideas of 


‘culture and civilization than that. 


It would be a complete mistake to 
discriminate on that ground against 
Germany in favor of the allies. Prus- 
sianism and individual development 
are not to be set-at odds. German 
militarism was éOnly # factor in the 
European fame alongside the French 
militarism and the English navy. The 
war was the result of mistrust and 


the greed of a few leaders on both-o 


sides, and wad not a conflict between 
ideals. It was not fought to make 
the world “free for democracy.” In 
Germany absolute monarchy’ was a 
form of government compulsion was 
not a tenet of national belief. The 
individual was as free here as in our 
own country. 


One only has to visit Germany 


with an open mind to see this fact. .- 


German effiéiency is simply a com- 
mon sense adoption of the best 
method of doing things and German 
organization. is only a tribute to Ger- 
man individual effort. It has the ad- 
vantage of being without the conser- 
vation of England, or, if one may 
dare say it, without the rashness or 
certainly the extravagance of our

STARVING CITY 
OF VIENNA. 


Editor Constitution: 


Vienna, “the starving city,” cer- 
tainly gives no outward appearance 
when one sees the theaters crowded 
deserving its name. Further, 
en one sees the theaters: crowded 
and can scarcly find a seat for him- 
self, he cross-examines himself on 
why should he _ contribute to the 
“Save the Children Fund” or to the 
“Relief Fund for Austrian Chiver$i- 
ties.” But once more appearances 
are deceitful. ‘‘Wien’’ has always 
made a large portion of its livelihood 
through theatrical productions and 
there are many Viennese who love 
music so well that they are willing 
to go hungry in order to hear an 
opera. The only outward appearance 
of need is in the despondent and hun- 
gry look on its people’s faces. These 
are seen only when looked for. Coal 
is scarce. 

Trains are running on half sched- 


ule and irregularly. Hot water pA 
be had only certain days in the week. 
When you really want to know the 
truth you need only to consider the 
problem that faces the Austrian 
housewife. The ration food for a 
week is enough to keep*up a person 
two days. This ration they get at 
a fixed- price, and for all over that 
amount | they have to pay the 
“Schleichhandel” rate. This rate is 


four times the fixed price, so that 
the person able to get control of the 
most of the paper money the well- 
nigh bankrupt government keeps 
printing, can and does get the food. 
The average income of university 
professors is 36,000 kr. per year. At 
the present rate this is equivalent 
to about $100. Placing the ‘igher pur- 


.chasing power of the dollar «n th 


European market at three times the 
value on the American we see that 
the housewife hase to feed and clothe 
the family for $300 a year, to say 
nothing of rent. 

In order to satisfy my hunger I 
have to pay 100 kr. per meal a‘ a 
“Child’s.” This is at the “Schleich- 
handel” rate. So it is evident that 
the people have to pinch themselves 
to make income meet living expenses 
while the poor slowly starve. As for 
the two organizations mentioned 
above, I carefully examined the 
workings of both and they are cer- 
tainly worthy of all support they can 
get, especially the “Save the Chil- 
dren’s,Fund.” It was splendid to see 
the bright and healthy faces in the 
arms of ragged and even hungry 
mothers. Without a revision of the 
peace treaty the authorities here see 
no hope for improvement in the sit- 
uation and so at prsent are advising 
people to leave Austria and urging 
that not so many seek a Conan edu- 


cation.
